diſeaſe : 'This diverſity of periods ariſes. from the

one is for future nouriſhment, which paſles from

ſubſtance, is as continually repaired by,the acceſ- 
ſion of new nutritiousjuice, rightly prepared and 
fermentated, and then ſtuck upon the parts that 
are to be nouriſhed. 

Allantoides, is the urinary tunic, placed betwixt 
the Ammion and the Chorion, which by the Na- 
vel. and Urachws, (or paſſage by which the 
Urine is conveyed from the Infant in the Womb), 
receives the urine that comes out of the Bladder. 
"Tis called likewiſe Farcimmals , becauſe that

In new-born Children, I believe it ariſes from ſome 
Impurities which the Maſs of Blood :contradts 
in the Mothers Womb ; for the Blood for want 
of Eventilation there, being more impure, pre- 
ſently after the birth of the' Fetus begins to flou- 
riſh and refine. Cel/us's Aphthe are otherwiſe 
deſcribed; but, ſays He, There are extream dan- 
gerous Ulcers in Children, which the Greeks call 
"Agdes, for they often kill them.

none at all: it ariſes frequently from vi/caus Blood,

Apozema, the Apothecaries call it a Deco#ton , 
is a Decoction of Roots, Woods, Barks, Herbs, 
Flowers, Fruits, Seeds, &c. Which is boiled down 
commonly to 'Twelve, Fifteen, or Twenty-Oun- 
ces. lt iseither Purging, Looſning, Altering, or 
Drying, Cephalic ( forthe Head ) Sromathic, Diu- 
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retic, Splenetic, or Hepatic, ( good for the Liver.) 

Appetitus alimentarins, or Hunger, is'a certain 
Conſtitution of the Phanſte, ariſing from the Mo- 
tion of a Nerve of the par vagum, and the Inter- 
co#tal, which for want of Nouriſhment, is moved 
inordinately in the Stomach ; whereby we are 
impelPd for Animal Spirits, to thoſe Motions of ous 
Members which are moſt conducive to the pro- 
curing of Nouriſhment. Ir is occaſioned in as 
much as the Animal Spirits being any way exci- 
ted about the middle of the Brain, ſhoot thence 
towards the body of the Nerves : or it may be 
thus defin'd, apperitus alimentarins is an incitement 
to .ſeek Nouriſhment, proceeding from an . acid 
Humor which ariſes from a ferment in the Sto- 
mach, with which the Nerves being wellicated,they 
communicate the ſenſe of want of Nouriſhment 
to the Brain ; which want, the Brain naturally 
judges ought to be ſupplied. 

Apſychia is a'Deliquium of the Mind. 

Aptyſts is want of Spittle, ſo thata Man can- 
not ſpit. | 

Apyrexia 1s an intermiſſion, or cooling of Fe- 
vers : the cauſe of it is, that all the Morbifis Mat- 
ter is ſpent in one Fit, and it intermits till new 
come,and begin to ſwell and ferment as the other. 

Aqua diftillata, diltilled Water, is ſuch as is 
drawn out by Ditftilling, conſiſting of Watery and 
Spirituous Parts, but more of Watery. 

Aqua inter cutim, Water betwixt the Skin ; the 

ſame with Anaſarca. | 

Aqualiculus, or the loweſt part of the Belly ; 
the ſame with HypogaFrium. 

Aquens bumor, the Watery Humor, ſee Hw- 
mores Ocul:. 
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Arachnoides is the Criftalyne tunic of the Eye; 
fo called from its likeneſs to a Spiders Web.

Aranea tunica, or Criftalyna, is that which fſur- 
rounds the Cri#talyne humour, by reaſon of its 
light thin contexture, .lIike the workmanſhip of a 
Spider, it has the name of Aranea. 

Arcanum Theophrafto is the Quinteſlence of a 
thing moſt highly exalted, or, as He ſays, it 1s the 
vertue of a thing Refined by athouſand Exaltations. 
He boaſts of four Arcana eſpecially. ; 1. The Ar- 
canum of the Firſt Matter. 2. Of the Philoſophers 
Stone. 3. Of the Mercury of Life. 4. Of Tinfure. 
Others call it an Extra& ſpecially fo called. 

Arche is the beginning of a Diſeaſe. 

Archezes is the higheſt, and exalted, and inviſible 
Spirit, which is ſeparated from Bodies, is Exalted 
and Aſcends, an hidden Vertue of Nature com- 
mon to all things ; an Artiſt, a Phyſitian. Alfq 
Archiatios, or the Chief Phyſ/itian of Nature, which 
diſtributes to every thing, and to every Mem- 
ber its peculiar Archeus occultly by the Air. Al- 
ſo Archers the firſt in Nature, is a moſt occult 
quality, which produces all things from 7/:a#es, 
being onely immediately ſuſtained by the: Divine 
Vertue it elf. 

Arcuatus Morbus, ſee Iernas. 

Ardentes febres, burning Fevers, are thoſe which 
are accompanied with a great Heat and Thirſt, 
by reaſon of a too high Exaltation of the Sulphur; 
as in that called cauſus, and /ipiria. 

Ardor is a very intenſe acute Heat raiſed in our Bo- 
dies'by a too high Exaltation of Sulphur or Spirits. 

Ardor wventriculi, that which we call Heart- 
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botning, is a particular ſort of Pain in the Sto- 
mach which at the ſame time moleſts the whole 
Gullet ; ſome call it a Fervent Heat of the Sto- 
mach ; ſome an Ebullition, and a boiling bubling 
heat of the Stomach ; when a certain hery Pain 
is felt in the Ventricle, and the Throar, as if it 
burnt; it happens often to people that are in good 
Health enough,and that either Feeding or Faſting ; 
eſpecially when they belch, as if there were a'fie- 
ry ſort of Blaſt cloſely pent up, and which could 
not break out. Yet it happens ſometimes in Fe- 
vers too. It is cauſed by a certain efferweſcence of 
little, very ſharp bil/cons particles, with Sulphureons, 
whence is perceived that Ebullition, or bubling 
heat of the Stomach. 

Area ;, Celſus reckons two ſorts of Areas. This 
is common to both of them, that the uppermoſt 
little Skin being decayed,the hairs are firſt lefſen'd, 
and then fall off : and if the place be bear, it ſends 
forth a liquid matter of an ill favor ; both of them 
ſpread in fome ſwiftly, in others ſlowly ;-that is 
the worſt that makes the Skin thick, fattiſh, and 
perfeftly bald : That which is called «aommaie 
dilates it ſelf in any ſhape, it happens both in the 
Head, and in the Beard; the former is called, 
3:leors from its reſembling a Serpent, it begins at 

the binder part of the Head, exceeds not the 
* breadth of two fingers, ſpreads it ſelf towatds the 
Ears in two branches, in ſome to the Fore-head, 
till they both joyn in the fore-part of the Head : 
the one Diſtemper is incident to any Age ; the 
other common to Infants. The former is ſcarce 
ever cured,the later often ends of his own accord. 
Arena, Gravel, is a thing bred in the body of 
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a great deal of Salt and Earth, which often grows 
up into a Stone. 

: Argemon is alittle Ulcer of the Eye in that circle 
of it which is called Iris, comprehending part of 
the white and black.

Arteria trachea, or Aſpera, the Wind-pipe, is a 
Cartilaginous Vellel implanted | in the Lungs, and 
conlitting of various rings and parts: the fore- 
part of it is full of [zgaments, and depreſſed for 
the better paſſing of the Guller ; its upper part 
is. called Larynx, and the lower Bronchius : its 
uſe is for the Voice and taking in breath. 

Arteria aorta, or magna, the great Arterie, is 
a Veſſel that beats continually, faſtned to the left 
Ventricle of the Heart : it conſiſts of four rxnics, 
and receives the Blood in the Lungs, which is 
ſent from the Hearr, and Elaborated by the Nitre 
inthe Air, and diffuſes it through the whole Body 
for its Nouriſhment.

Arteriotomia is an Artificial opening of an Ar- 
rerze, for the Letting of Blood in an inveterate 
Head-ach, Madneſs, Falling-ſickneſs, Pain and 
Inflamation in the Eyes and Ears. 'The Section 
is made in the: Fore-head, Temples, or behind 
the Ears : the manner of it is thus, After the /:- 
gatures made in the Arms or Neck, the Arterie 1s 
cut juſt as a Vein is, and when the blood is Emit- 
ted, you apply a very eFſtringent Plaiſter, with 
h a 
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4 Leaden Plate, to the Orifice, and then ſwathe 
it well; the Cure is performed in Seven or Nine 
days time. 

Arthritica, ſee in Arthritis, 

eArthritis, or Morbus articularis, the Gout, 
exerciſes its Tyranny about two or three, or more 
Toynts ; and it is defined to be a pain about the 
Joynts, proceeding from an efferweſcence of the 
Nervous Ac;d Juice, with the fixed Saline Particles 
of the Blood, whence the Nerves, Tendons, Liga- 
ments, the thin Membranes about the Bones, are 
contracted, and miſerably Tormented ; whence 
proceeds Swellings, Redneſs, hard ſandy concreri- 
ons in ſeveral parts of the Body, and other ſymp- 
toms that accompany it. It is fourfold , Chira- 
gia, the Gout in the Hands ; I/chias, in or about 
that Bone which is connected to the Os 1/iur : 
Gonagra, in the Knees ; and Podagra, in the Feet, 
almoſt an incurable Diſtemper. | 

eArthritis vaga, a Wandering Gout, is a Diſeaſe 
in the Joynts that creates pain ſometrifnes in one 
Limb, ſometimes in another. It proceeds from a 
double cauſe. We may ſuppoſe in this Diſeaſe a 
great many heaps,as it were, of fixed Salt thruſt 
out from the Maſs of the Blood, to be placed like 
ſo many Neits here and there about the Limbs 
and Joynts, which being treaſured up in tveral di- 
ſtinct Cells,or Repoſitories, like the Spawn of Fiſh, 
or the Seed of Women; the lower recrements of 
the Nervous Juice comes afterwards,hke the Man's 
Seed, and Impregnates them ; and hence from rhe 
mutual Eferweſcence of theſe two, the Membranes 
and Nervous Fibers being vellicated and contratted 
cauſe an extraordinary quick and acute Pain. It 
iS 
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1s called vaga, 7andring, becanſe tis not coh- 
ſtant to one anu the ſame place, as the true Gout 
IS. 

eArthrodia is the joyning of Bones, when the 
cavity that receives the Bone is in the Surface,and 
the little head or top of the Bone that is recaived, 
is depreſſed : as in the lower Jaw-bone, with the 
Bone of the Temples. | 

Arthon is a Joynt, or Connexion of Bones, pto- 
per for the performing of Motion. Articulz are 
ſometimes the Knuckles of the Fingers. 

.  Anthropologia is the Doctrine of Man : which 
Batholine diſtinguiſhes into two parts : eMnatc- 
mie, Which Treats of the Bodie and its Parts ; and 
Pſucologie, Which "Treats of the Soul. 

eArthroſts, the ſame that Arricalatio. 

eArticularis morbus, ſee Arthritis. 

Articulatio is a Conjunction of Limbs for-the 
performing of Motion: and it is twofold, Diar- 
throſis, or a more looſe Articulation: and Synar- 
throſis, or & cloſer. | 

eArticulus, ſee Arthron. 

Artomeli is Broth made of honey and bread. 

Artus are Members growing to Cavities in 
the body, and diſtinguiſhed by Joynts. 

Aryt enoides are two Cartilages,which with others 
make up” the top of the Larynx ; it is taken alſo 
for certain Muſcles of the Larynx. 

Arythmus is a Pulſe loſt to fenſe. 

Aſs, or Aſſis, 1s the leaſt piece of Money thar's - 
Currant, and in Weight a Pound. 

eAſaphia is a lownefs of Voice, which proceeds 
from a looſe or ill conſtitution or contemporatiort 
of the Organs. | 
| Alcars, 
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Aſcaris, or Aſcarides, are liv le- worins- whiet! 
breed in. the Inteftinam refum, .nd then tickle 
and trouble it. They are bred of ſome Excre- 
ments which ſtay longer than they ought;and there 
putrefie. | 

Algcites is a Drophe or ſwelling of the Abdomen; 
and conſequently of the Scrorum, Thighs , and 
Feet, proceeding from a Serons, and ſometimes 
Lymphatic or Chylous Matter, like the waſhs 
ing of fleſh, collected in the cavity of thoſe parts; 

Aſef, the ſame with Hydroa: 

Aſema is a Criſis beyond hope, happening with» 
out any previous indication by ſigns, 

Aſitia is a loathing of Mear. 

Aſodes, ſce eA '[ſodes. 

Aſpera Arteria, or Trachea, is, an Oblong Pipe; 
conſiſting of various Cartilages and Membranes, 
which begin at the Throat, or lower part of the 
Jaws, lies upon the Guller, deſcends into che 
Lungs, and is diſperſed by manifold Ramifications 
or Branches through their whole fubſtance= rhe 
upper part is called Larynx, and the lower Brox= 
chars, to which Malpighizs adds a third, or loweſt, 
called by him Veſicular : It is ſubſervient to Speeeli 
and Reſpiration. | 

eAſpbyxia is a pulſe that is ſenſibly decayed. 

eAſſjodes ſignifies a continual Fewer, whereirt 
the outward parts are moderately warm, but 
With a great heat within, an inſatiable drought, 
perpetual toſling, watching, and raving. 
Aſthma is a frequent reſpiration, joyned witki 
an hiſling, a_ ſound, and a cough, eſpecially in 
the Night-time.. The cautes thereof are a ſharp 
and ſcorburtic blood, which too much yellicates 
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the Organs-of repiration, and puts them into a 
meer convulſive . notion, whereby the Lungs are 
puft up, and the Circulation of the Blood is 
bindred; whence ſuffocations,ſwounds,and coughs 
eaſily proceed. 

eA+tragalus is the firſt and moſt priricipal Bone, 
which together with other little bones in the Foot, 
make up that little part of the Foot which im- 
mediately ſucceedeth the Leg in Beaſts, called the 
Paſtern. 

Aſtringentia,binding things,are thoſe which with 
the thickneſs and figure of their Particles, force 
and bind together the parts of the body. 

A ſtrologia is areaſoning about the Vertnes of 
the Stars ; not ſo neceſſary to Phyſicians, as the 
Ancients imagined. 

Aſtronomia is a naming of the Stars, or a know- 
ledge of the laws and rules of Stars and Conſtel- 
lations ; or a knowledge concerning, or about the 
Stars. 

eMtaxia 18 a confounding of Critical Days. 

Atecnia, the ſame with Agonia. 

Atheroma is a tumor contained within its own 
coat, ariſing from a pappy humour, without pain, 
not eaſily yielding to the Fingers, nor leaving 
any dint after *tis compreſſed. 

Arhymia is a DefeCftion or Anxiety of Mind. 

Atlas is the firſt Fertebre under the Head; 
ſo called, becauſe it ſeems to hold up the Head ; 
it wants Marrow. 

Atomus is a Body fo ſmall, that itis not capa- 
ble of being divided into leſſer parts, as are the 
Elementary Particles of Spirit, Salt, Sulphur, Wa- 
rer, and Earth. 
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Atoia isafaintne(s, infirmiry,, ef of trerigtht. 
Atra Bilis is a ſulphureous; and ſaline, eatthy; 

aduſt and black blood, which is bred in the bo: 

dy, and gathered in the Spieen; for there it ts 

volatilized, and exalted into a terment fit ro mix 

with the blood. 

eMtretus is one Whoſe Fundament or privy 
parts are not perforated. 

Atrophia, or Tabes, is when the whole body, ot 
any one part of it is not nouriſhed, bur gradually 
withers and decays away. Tabes is often taken 
only for an Ulcer in the Lungs, whereby the whole 
body by little and little periſhes and decays. 

Atta, fays Feſtus, 1s one who by reafon of the 
tenderneſs of, or other defects in his Feet, touches 
the gronnd, rather than treads it. 

Artenuantia, Or incidentia,are thoſe things which 
opening the Pores with their acute Parricles, cut 
the thick and viſcous humours in the body, 

Attonitzrs morbus, the ſame with -an apoplexy ; 
Celſus takes it for Blaſting. 

Attrahentia, drawing things, are thoſe which 
opening the Pores with their lict!e Particles, arid 
dilating the humours, and expelling them, where 
their reſiſtance is weaker, not onely ſwell the 
parts, and make them red ; but by driving more 
vapours and humours out of the Skin and Fleſh 
thari can make their way through a thick inner 
Skin, gather them under it, and ſwell it into lit- 
tle bladders. 

Auttio is Nutrition, whereby more is reſtored 
than was loſt. 

Auditus, Hearing, is a Senſe wherein ſonnds 


from the various trembling Mot:on of the circum 
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{mbient Air, þc-ting the Drum of the Ear, ate 
communicated © o the common ſenſory by the au- 
ditory Ne ve, and are there felt and perceived. 

Au rmer tur Febricum, Or incrementum, 1s 4 COM- 
putation from what time the heat of a continual 
Fewer has ſeiſed upon the whole M.ſfs of Blood, 
till it hath arrived at the height. 

Azrens 1s a fort of Weight amongſt the Ara- 
bians, of a Dram, and a Seventh part ; the ſame 
with Dcnarins. 

Aruricula infima, the ſame with Lobus auris. 

Auricu'a cordis 9 Ear of the Heart ; there are 
two of them, the right and the left; the right 
receives the blood from the vena cava, or great 
Vein, which is carried into the right Ventricle, 
and then enters the Lungs : the left is that which 
receives the blood rightly prepared and fermen- 
ted by the Nitrous Air from the Lungs, that it 
may be diſcharged by thelefc Ventricle into the 
grear Arterie, and thence be diſtributed into every 
part of the body. 

£urigo, the ſame with Iferus. 

Aris, the Ear, is the Organ of hearing, which 
i cither External, whoſe upper-part is called Pim- 
1.7,0r Aa; and the under Lobus, the Lobe, or Au- 
ricula infima, the loweſt part of the Ear : its Ex- 
rernal circumference 1s called Helix ; the Internal, 
Anthelix, Or internal ; in which you may conſider 
the Dram, the four little Bones, with the little 
Muſcles, the Concha, or Hollowneſs, the Fora- 
men Owale, the Oval hole, the Labyrinth. 

Azutematos is that which moves of: its own Ac- 
cord, as the Motion of the Heart, the digeſtions 
and fermentations of the bowels. 

Antopyros 
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Autopyros is bread made of whole Grains, with: 
out any bran taken from it, or ded to it. This 
ſort of bread is preferr'd before aiy other, becauſe 
the Bran is cleanſing. 

Auxilium, or remedium,is whatſoever is good 
againſt a Diſeaſe by a contrary vertue; and it is 
three-fold, D*-t, Medicine, and Chyrurgery. 

Axilla is che Arm-pit, hairy in adult people. 

Axioma 1s a propoſition built upon the Autho- 
rity of Hippocrates, or Galen ; but of little validiry, 
now that Phyſick 1s built upon Reaſon and Ex- 
perience. 

eAxis 18 the third Vertebre from the Scull. 

Axungia 1s the fat or tallow of an Hog. 

Azoth ſometimes ſignifies the Mercury of any 
Metallic body, ſometimes an Univerſal Remedy, 
as *tis thought, made of Mercury, and prepared 
with Gold and Silver ; a few years ago, it was 
famous amongſt the Vulgar, and Perſons of Qua« 
lity too ; of different colour, according to the di- 
verſity of the preparation, which was often too 
troubleſome, whence it begun to decreaſe both in 
price and repute. 

Azygos is a famous Vein about the Heart, called 
ſme pari, or jugo, Which reaches to the Vertebres, 
and proceeds from the Vena Cava, the great hal- 
low Vein. | 

Azymus 1s unleavened, unwholeſome Bread.

Aeill;, are called thoſe Medicines which are of 
a long, round Figure, like a ſtick or Pillar. 

Balanzum, or Balneumn, 1s properly a- waſhing 
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of the whole Body ; yet it is ſometimes taken for 
a waſhing of the lower parts only, which they 
commonly cali N:ſeſſus,and ſemicupia ; and it is & 
ther dry, or m0ift ; the dry are prepared of Aſhes, 
comman Salt, Sand, filed Steel, &c. the moiſt are 
either vaporous OF watery. "I he former are made 
of the boiling of Roots, Herbs, Flowers, Seeds, @c. 
the Vapour whereof is all that's taken. "The wa- 
zery, are either artificial, which are made of Phy- 
ſical DecoCtions; or Natural, which are called 
Therme Bathes, whoſe Waters are either Alumi- 
nous, Ironiſh, Copperiſh, Nitrous, Sulphureous, 
Bituminous, Vitriolie, cc. all which Waters are 
called Acidulz. | 
' Balanus, or glans, 15 the Nut of the Yard, co- 
vered with the Fore-skin ; alſo the Clitoris of a 
Woman. Alfo all Fruits and Roots that have 
round Heads, as a Walnut; alſo an Acorn, an 
earth-Cheſnut: alſo a Suppoſitory. 

Balneum, the ſame with Balaneum. 

Balſamus, or balſamum ; the Word Balſame is 
uſed very differently in the Shops. 1. lt ſignifies 
4 certain ſort of Perfume, of ſomewhat a thick 
Conliſtence,like an Ointment ; and this is its moſt 
uſual ſignification ; as for inſtance, Balſame . of 
Roſes, ' Apopledtic, and the like. 2. There are a 
ſort of Liquors diſtilled from Gum, and reſinous 
Subſtances, with ſpirit of Wine, which are anointed 
outwardly, and theſe are called Balſams too; as 
Nervous Balſame, Sciatic, &c. 2. It ſignifies a 
Liquor that is anointed into the Body, thicker than 
Oy1, and more Liquid than an Ointment. 4. Salt 
tongs funded and' melred, are called Balſame, as 
the ame of Salt of Jewels. 5. There are a 
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ſort of particular preparations called Balſams , 
as the balſam of Sulphur, &c. 6. and Laſtly, tome 
Gums of Trees are called Balſams. |

thing is tinged or moiltned, as bread ſopt' in

Baſilareos, ſee baſis. 

Baſilica is the inner Vein of the Arm, called 
Hepatica, the Liver vein. 

Baſilicum 1s a rich precious Medicine, that ex- 
cels all others. 

Baſiogl'ſſum is a pair of Muſcies that depreſs 
the Tongue. | 

Baſis 1s the upper part of the Heart, which is 
oppoſite to the point ; it is alſo the ground or 
foundation of the bone Hyoides, for the uſe of the 
Tongue : alſo the princ pal Ingredient in a pre- 
ſcription. 

Bathmis is a Cavity in the bone of the Arm 
or Shoulder, on each fide one ; whereinto, when * 
the whole hand is ſtretched forth and bended,

Benignus morbus, a favourable diſeaſe, is that 
which has no dreadful Symptoms , but ſuch as 
are conſonant to its nature. 
_ Bicongins is @ meaſure which contains Twelve 
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Sextaries, one AF which is juſt our Pint and an 
half. 

Bilis, the pal!, 1s a Sulphureons Saline Excre- 

ent of the blood, ſeparated 1n the Liver by means 
of little Glandules, and is ſent eitlhcr into the lit- 
tle bag that contains the Gall, or into the Gut 
called Davdenumn, by the Dutti:s H, Jepaticus, that 1t 
may farther promotethe fermentation of the victu- 
als, and carry off the Dregs that are left behind 
when the Chyle is {cparated from the whole Mals. 
"The Gall conſiſts of Sulphur, Aduſt Salt, and a 
little Serym; it js naturally yellow: pretern a- 
rurally it is of the Colour of the yolk of an 
Egg, greenlixe a Leck, ruſtie, and sky-coloured ; 
aſl which variety of f colours proceed onely from 
difterent degrees of Heat and Fermentation, Syl- 
wins maintained, 'That the Bile aſcended to the 
Heart by the dubtus hepaticus ; but this Opinion, as 
it 1s neither conſonant to Exper! tence, nor Reaſon, 
ſo nor to Truth neit\er ; this excrement is not 
called Bile, but when it 18 ſeparated from the Blood; 
and therefore the Opinion of the Ancients con- 
cerning this Bilious Humour , is quite out of 
doors, ſince that Circulation of the Blood was 
found out; See Humores Sanguinet. 

Biclychnion is Natural Heat, which is commu- 
nicated to the Fe!us trom the Parents ; but when 
it is brought forth, the heat gradually decays, after 
that the Blood and Spirits of the Child are alter- 
ed, fermented, and accended by nouriſhment and 
hitrous Air. They dobut babble who tell us,that 
this Hear laſts for many vears ; for if it be Hear, 
it is.ip continual Motion, and i is therefore diſpel- 
led as gther Fires ang Heats are,

Blenna 1s a thick Snot which diſtills through the 
little holes of the Palat, and the Noſtrils, and pro- 
ceeds from the Ventricles of the Brain, by the 
Proceſles, called Maniformes, like Teats. 

Bocium, the ſame with Bronchocele. 

Bolus 18a Medicine taken inwardly, of a con- 
ſiſtence ſomething thicker than Honey, and in 
quantity for one Doſe, as much as may be con- 
yeniently taken at a mouthful. 

Bowina fames, the fame with Bulimus. 

Bothor ſignifies Pimples in the Face, which don't 
ſpread, bur are eaſily ſuppurated, and vaniſh. Ir is 
beſides a general Appellation for Pimples in the 
Face, Lungs, or other parts. The Arabians al- 
ſo call the ſmall Pox and the Meaſels Bothor:. 

Bracherium, the ſame with Amma. 

Brachiale, the ſame with Carpus. 

Brachiaus, ſee Lacertus. 

Brachium, or Lacerins, is a Member that con- 
ſiſts of the Arm properly ſo called, the cubir, 
and the hand. 

Brachylogia, of the ſame ſignification with Bra-

Brachylegus is one who gives his poſitive Opt- 
nion in few words. Brachylegiais a curt expreſli- 
on: as for inffance,the Aphoriſms of Hippocrates. 

Bradypepſia is flow digeſtion, proceeding from

Stomach. 

Branchus is a hoarſneſs in the Throat. 

Bregma, or Pregma, is the bone of the Fore- 
head. 

Brochi are blubber-lip'd perſons : alſo a fort of 
Chyrurgeons cord, or ha'ter. 

Bronchocele is a Tumor inthe top, or the mid- 
dle fiſtulous part of the Wind-pipe. 

Bronchotomia,is a SeCtion of rhe Wind-pipe, in a 
membranous part berwixr rwo of the Rings ; it is 
uſed to prevent ſuffocation in people troubled with 
a Quinſie. 

Bronchus 1s the middle Fiſtulons part of the 
Wind pipe, whoſe fore-part is made up of ſo ma- 
ny little Rings ; the upper part 1s called Larynx, 
and the under Veſicu/aris ; it is uſed in the voice,and 
in reſpiration. | 

Buho 1s the Groin, or place from the bending of 
the Thigh to the Privy-p+res: alſo a Tumor in 
the Groins, proceeding from the Pox, or Peſtilence. 

Bubon:cele is a Rupture ; when the Inteſtines 
fall into che Groin, or the outermoſt skin of the 
Cods: ſometimes it is taken for a Bybo or Swel- 
ling.

Buccinator is the round Muſcle of the Cheeks, 
like a Circle, thin and merwbranous, interwoven 
with various Fibers, and inſeparably girt about 
with the Tunic of the Mouth. Caſſer:s has ob- 
ſerved, a certain ſtrong band that grows outward- 
ly in the Center of this Muſcle, which ſpreading

of the Face called Bucca : it ariſes from the up- 
per Jaw-bone, and is faſtnedin the lower, at the 
Roots of the Gums. Its uſe 1s to move the Checks 
with the Lips ; and ſervesas a hand to the Teeth, 
whileſt it toſſes the Meat to and fro, and throws

Biolychnium. 

Callicreas, or Pancreas, is a conglomerated Glan- 
dule, placed under the hinder part of the Ventri- 
cle, about the length of three or four fingers in 
a Man; it is clotted with a thin Membrane from 
the Peritonzum: it is terminated in Man near the 
common Ductus, or Paſlage of the Bz/e into the- 
Gut duodenum, and diſtils a volatile infipid fort of 
a juice : but Sylvius de le Roe, and de Graaf affirm, 
That they have found an Acid and a ſomewhat 
Acid juice there; nay, ſometimes an auſtere and 
a ſiveet one ; thence alſo they bring the Original 
of all Diſeaſes : but we muſt know,that this poſli- 
bly was obſerved,when ſcarce one in twentywhich 
they diſſected was found exaCtly ſound. Con- 
cerning this queſtion, ſee my Anat. of things, /. r. 
c. 21. Its uſe is, co temperate the Chyle, which 
is ſomething Acid, and the bitterneſs of the Gall 
with its Volatile Juice, that it may at laſt enter the 
Lacteals with a ſweet taſte. 

Callus is a kind of ſwelling without pain , like 
Skin contracted by too much labour. 

Calor nativus, fee Biolychnium. 
 Calava is the Scull, alſo the upper . hairy part 
of the Head, which either by Diſeaſe, or old Age, 
grows Bald firſt. 

Calvaria, the ſame with Calva, | 

Calvitinn is that Baldneſs which is naturally 
iacident to o'd Age. 

C4;x 
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Calx is the ſecond Bone in that part of the Foot 
wH;ch ſucceeds the Ancle, bigger and ſtronger 
than the reſt ; oblong, and grows backward, that 
a man may ſtand more ſtrongly upon it, and not 
fall ſo eaſily backward. Ca/x alſo is that which 
by Calcining, is either turn'd into Alcool, as 
Calx Saturni, or at leaſt is made friable, as Harts- 
horn burnt. 

Camarium, ſee Fornix. 

Camaroſis is a blow upon the Scull, when 
ſome part of the Bone is left ſuſpended, like an 
Arch. 

Cambium 1s a ſecundary humour according to 
Arvicen, Which yet 1s reckoned amongſt the Hu- 
mours, and its uſe was ſaid to be to nouriſh the 
parts: the firſt was called the nameleſs humour : 
the ſecond Glew ; and the fourth, which was very 
near converted into Nouriſhment, was called 
Cambium : but theſe figments are quite Exploded 
ſince we found our the Circulation of the Blood, 
by the Fibres. 

Cameratio the ſame with Cameroſis. 

Capulum is the Contortion of the Eye-lids, or 
Its Hairs. 

Canales are paſſages by which the Juices of the 
Body flow : as thoſe which ſerve for the Spittle, 
the Bile; that in the Liver, Pancreas, &c. 

Canaliculus Arterioſus, is a Veſſel betwixt that 
Arterious Veins of the Lungs, and the great Ar- 
tery in Feruss; for 'tis obliterated in Adult per- 
ſons : its uſe in Fetu-”;, is, that the Blood may be 
diſcharged by this Puttus out of the Arterious 
Vein, into chegreat Artery, becauſe that the Blood 
1s not accended in their Lungs, for want of Reſpi- 
ration in the Womb. Cancer,

Capſule artrabilariz, or Renes ſuccenturiati, are 
Glandulous Bodies placed above the Reins ; their 
uſe is to receive the Watery Subſtance called 
Lympha,into their Cavities, wherewith the Blood in 
its return from the Reins being thicker, and much 
deſtitute of Serum, may be diluted, and circulate 
more fluidly. 

Capſula cordis, ſee Pericardium. 

Capſula communis, Which Gliſſon has obſerved in 
the Liver, is nothing but a Membrane which pro- 
- ceeds from the Peritonezum, Which includes both 
the Porus bilarius, and the Vena porta, or great 
Vein in the Lzver. | 

Capſule ſeminales ate the Extreme Cavities of 
the Veſſels which convey the Seed, dilated like 
little Coffers, which by two ſmall holes emit the 
Seed received from the Teſticles into the little 
ſeminary Bladders, that it may be either preſerved 
there againſt the time of Coition, or be reduced 
into the Blood by the Lymphatic Veſſels.

as big as a Pea, but afterwards *tis ſurrounded 
with great ſwelling Veins, which reſemble the Feet 
of a Crab, though not always.

Cardia is the Heart, or Principle Muſcle ordain- 
ed for the Circulating of the Blood. 
Cardiaca is a Suffocation of the Heart from a 
Polypus, or Coagulated Blood. |

merly thought) corroborates the Heart : but it 
rather onely puts the Blood into a fine gentle Fet- 
mentation, whereby the Spirits formerly decayed, 
are repaired and invigorated, whereupon the

Cardialgia and Cardiogmos, is a gnawing or

Carotid;s arteria, 1s either External or Internal, 
the External which ariſes near the Heart, divide 
itſelf 'into two branches, the outermoit Whereo 
is variouſly diſtributed to the Jaws, the Face, th 
top of the Head, and behind the Ears ; bur t 
other, with a ſort of Mechanical Preparation for 
Its Rece "10N, paſſes through the Os cune:forme ; for 
Na ture has dug a peculiar C hannel :1borh ſides 
of it, wherein this Artery for its greater {ecuritv 
is clothed with a new Adventitious : and thicker 
Tunic, and there reprefenting tne Figure of an 
'S. 1t 'pxoes' double ont of its Channel c ot bone, purs 
off its borrowed Coat, and tends toward the 
Brain, with its charge of Blood ; afcending there- 
fore about the Ocular Nerve, it ſpreads it ſelf 
* wry tne ſides, than tb the foremolt part of 

2 Brain berwixt the pallage of the Olfactory 
E Nerves : 
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Nerves : Lally, it tends Þackward, and taking 
leave of the Brain near the Medu!/a Oblongata, and 
rhe Spinal Marrow, waters it with its blood, as 
far down as the Os Sacrum. They formerly cal- 
led this the Vertebral or [mterna! Arterie, becau'e 
they thought it aſcended and joyned with the 
Carotidal in the Brain; which yet is otherwiſe 
found by Experience, according to the acurate 
Dr. W:!!is; tney are called Seporal.s, or Carotides; 
in as much as it they be tiec, they immediately in- 
cline the perſon tofleep : but the Ancients miſtook 
- when they aſcribed Natural Sleep to them. 

Carpia 1s a 'Tent that is put into a Wound or 
ulcer, to cleanſe it. 

Carus 18 a Sleep, wherein the perſon aftected 
being pulled, pinched, and called, ſcarce ſhews 
any fign of either hearing or feeling ; it is with- 
out a Feaver, greater than a Lethargy, and leſs 
than an Apoplexy. It proceeds from an obſtructi- 
on, or compreſſion of the Pores and Paſlages 
which go towards the middle of the Brain, and 
are placed at leaſt in the utmoſt Extremity of 
the Corpus Calloſum. 

Carpus, commonly Brachiale, the firſt part of 
the Palm of the Hand. Hefichins calls it that 
part of the Arm which 1s betwixt the lowermoſt 
part of the Cubit, and the Hand, the Writſt : 
It conliſts of Eight ſmall bones, with which the 
Cubir is joyned to the hand. 

Carrilago 1s a White part, dryer and harder 
than a Ligament, and ſofter than a Bone; - it is 
ſaid” to be Similar and Spermatic, but falſly ; for 
'tis no more made of Seed, than any other parts ; 
it renders Articulation more eaſfie, and defends 
| ſeveral 
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ſeveral parts from *quries from abroad. 

Carunculs Myrtiformes, are the wrinklings of 
the Orifice- of a Woman's Vagina, or Membra- 
nous inequalities, not to be reckoned in any cer- 
tain number, which in Women with Child and 
afrer Child-birth are fo obliterated, that they are 
alrvgether imperceptible, there are for the moſt 
part four of them. 

Caruncule oculi, are Glandules placed at each 
greater corner of the Eye, which ſeparate Moiſture 
for moiſtning the Eyes, the ſame with Tears,which 
afterwards by the Punta Lachrymalia, placed in 
the bone of the Noſe, are diſcharged into the No- 
{trils. 

(arunculz papillares are Ten little Bodies that 
are in the Reins: they are properly little bundles 
which ariſe from the centring together of a grear 
many ſmall Channels, which the Reins are in a 
great meaſure made upof ; and theſe receive the 
Serum from the littk 4a&#/es, and convey it into 
the Pelvis.

Catagma 18 the breaking of bones, or a ſeparati- 
on of the Continuum in the hard parts of the bo- 
dy ; which is effefted with ſome hard Inſtrument 
forcibly impreſſed upon the part; whoſe differen- 
ces are taken from the Form, the Part, and feve- 
ra] accidents. 

Catalepſis, or Catochus is arfabolition of all the

habir of body that he had before he fel] ſick; the 
cauſe-of it ſeems to confiit in the Obſtruction or

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Anguſtation of the Corpus ſfriatum in thoſe Pores 
by which Objects are Repreſented in the brain, 
ſo that there's no perception of any Object ; butithe 
Pores, by which the Animal Spirits are Conveyed 
from the Brain to the Organs of Senſe,are left free, 
and open.

Catameniaare Womens Courſes, which gather- 
ing every Month by the Fermentation ofthe blood, 
aid being come to a Turgency by the Acceſſion 
ofa Ferment that is in the Womb, diſcharge them- 
ſelves at their ſet-time ; others ſay, they proceed 
from Seed bred in the Teſticles, and communi- 
cated to the blood. Some aſcribe the Courſes to 
the motions of the Moon ; bur if this were true, 
then all Women would have them at the ſame 
time. They begin at Twelve, Thirteen, or Four- 
teen Years of age, and ſtop about Fiity ; but this 
cannot-be exactly determined: they are ſuppreſt 
in breeding-Women,and Nurſes ; yet this is not a 
rule neither. 

Catapaſma 1s Fragrant Powder, which by rea- 
ſon of 1ts Scent is ſtrewed amongſt clothes : alſo a 
fragrant Powder, which after anointing is appli- 
ed to the Stomach or Hearr. 

Cataphora is the ſame with Coma; they only 
difter in this, that Cataphora is taken as the ge- 
nus to all ſorts of Stupors that are not attended 
with a Fever. 

Catapla/ma 1s a Topical Medicine of the con- 
ſiſtence of a Pultiſe ; itis uſually preſcribed two 
ways, either boiled, or without it; the former is 
more frequent, the latter of more efficacy. In 
the former, they are to take ſuch Vegetables as are 

| proper, 
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proper, as Roots, Herbs, Seeds, Flowers, Fruits, 
&c. adding proper Meals, or omitting them ; 
all which are boiled up in a convenient quantity - 
of Liquor, v. g. Water, Beer, Milk, Honev, &c.

red commonly of Vegetables ſhred ſmall with the 
Infuſion of ſo much Liquor onely as may make 
it of the former conſiſtence.

Cataptoſis 18 ane Symptome of an Epilepſie ;

Cataratta, is Two-fold, either beginning, or a 
[uffuſion onely, or confirmed, or a CataraCt proper- , 
ly ſo called ; the incipient is but a ſuffuſion of 
the Eye, when little Clouds, Motes, and Flies ſeem 
to flie before the Eyes ; but the confirmed = 
ra&,is when the Pupil of the Eyeis either wholly or 
in part covered and ſhut up with a little thin Skin; 
ſo that the Sun-beams have not due admittance 
to the Eye. Confirmed Catarat#s are cured with 
thruſting a Needle through the Albugineous and 
'the hornie Membrane as far as the Catarat, which

Caulus, Or A burning Fever, is that which 1s at- 
rended with a greater heat than other comimucd 
Fevers, an intolerable thirſt, and orher Symptoms 
which argue an extraordinary accenſion of the 
blood : and that which formerly diſcriminates it 
from other putrid Fevers, 1s, that the temper of 
the blood is hotter, z. e. abounds more with com- 
buſtible Sulphur ; and therefore when it begins 
to boyl, is accended in a greater meaſure, and 
in its deflagration diftuſes Particies of molt Intenſe 
Heat throngh- the whole body ; its Motion 1s 
acute, it comes preſently to its height, is accom- 
panied with dreadful Symptoms, -has a very difh- 
cult Crifis;/ and a dangerous Event? 

Cauterium is a Chyrurgeons inſtrument, made 
of Iron, Silver,,or Gold, which atrer *ris healed, 
has an actnal power of burning into any thing ; 
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they differ in Bulk, and in Form  1t is ſometimes 
taken for a potential canterie, prepared of Lixt- 
wins, or Lime and Sope.

Cilia, and Supercilid, are the Eye-brows, hatd 
Cartilaginous Bodie@\ but S»perci/ia properly the 
hair upon the Eye-brows, at the Extremity of the 
Forehead ; they are like two hairy Bulwarks or 
Ramparts to the Eyes, to defend them from the 
ſudden Incurſe of any thing from the Head or 
otherwiſe. 

Cion, Columella, Gargarecn, Gurgulio, uva, uvuld, 
uvigena, uvigera, epiglottis, ſublinguium, 1s the CO- 
ver of the Wind-pipe; 1t hangs betwixt the two 
Glandules,called Amygdalz,above the Chink of the 
Larynx, and is a Proceſs from a Subſtance, as ore 
would think, Glandulous, Spong c, and Red; 
which Columbus 1s of opinion, aries from the Tu- 
nic of the Mouth redoubled in that place: Buit 
Riolan fays, it proceeds from ſome Muſcles Which 
are terminated there ; it is of a Figure roundly 
Oblong, ir the upper part thicker, and ending 
Obtuſely in an Acute. lts uſe is ro attemperate 
the coldne(s of the Air, and to hinder the Drink 
from falling #pon the Noltrils: ſometifnes this 
Wuula ſticks out too far from the Humours = 
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fall upon it, which cannot return by the Lympha 
tic Veſſels, whence proceeds the falling of the.

Circulatio Chymica is the Exaltation of pure 
Liquor, by a Circular Diſtillation in an Inſtrument

Circulatortum 1s a Glaſs Veſſel, wherein the Li- 
quor infuſed by its Aſcending and Deſcending, 
rowls about as it were in a Circle : there are ſe- 
veral ſorts of theſe VeſlelsSþut two eſpecially of 
moment and uſe, that called Pelicanus, and the 
other Dzota. | 

. Crrculus 18 a round Inſtrament, made of Iron, 
for the cutting of Glaſs ; which is performed thus : 
The Inſtrument being heated, is applyed to the 
Glaſs, and is there continued till it grow hot, then 
with a drop of cold water, or a cold blaſt upon 
it, it flies in pieces. 

Cirſocele is a ſwelling of the preparing Veſlels 
about the Teſticles, ſo that they ſometimes look 
like a Third Teſticle. 

Cirſos, or Parix, 1s a Dilatation and ſwelling of 
the Veins, crooked or winding , and ariſing in 
one or more parts of the Body, inſomuch that the 
Veins threaten a Rupture. 

Citta,or Pica, 18 a depraved Appetite,when peo- 
ple long for thoſe things which are not fit to be, 
nor are ever- eat, as Lime, Coles, Shells, Cloth, 
Hides, Sand, &c. that cauſe lies in the Deprava- 
tion of the. ferment of the Venrricle. 
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. Claretum is an Aromatic Wine, impregnated 
with an Infuſion, and ſweetned with Sugar, it is 
otherwiſe called, Vinum Hypocraticum, Hy pocras 
Wine: alſo a medicated Wine. It is fo called, 
becauſe it is percolated and purified by a Wine- 
ſack through which. it is dfgined from its dregs, 
called Manica Hippocratis. 

Clarificatio 18 when Juices or thick DecoCtions 
become clearer and finer : which is done three 
ways, by ſubſiding Fermentation, or the additi- 
on of Vinegar, white ofan Egg, or Milk. 

Claviculz are two little Bones which cloſe the 
Cheſt of a Man, faſtening the Shoulder-bone like a 
Key, with the Breaſt bone, that part where the 
Ribs joyn together : they are otherwiſe called, 
Ligulz, or Furcale, Furcala Supezor, Cc. they are 
placed tranſverſe under the very bottom of the 
Neck, in the top of the Breaſt, on each fide one.

Clavus,according to Tornamira,is a pain ina ſmall 
part of the Head, commonly above the Eye in the 
Eye-brow, and ſeems as if that part of the Head 
were bored through witha little Auger,or Wimbte. 

Cleidion, the fame with Clawicula. 

Clitoris is a partin a Woman, reſembling the 
Yard of a Woman, whoſe uſe is Titillation ; ir 
conſiſts, like a Mans Yard, of rwo Nervous Bodies, 
which ariſc from the lower part of the bones of 
the Privities, and at the end is covered with a Nur, 
and a Prepuce, or fore-skin ; its ſubſtance 1s ſpun- 
gie, ſo that it is capable of dncreaſe and Relaxati- 
on, but 1s not perforated as in Men. 

Cly&don is a Fluctuation in the Ventricle. 

Cly/ma, the ſame with .Clyſeer. 

F 2 Cl)ſtcr, 
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Clyſter, and Clyſterium, or Fnema, is a fluid Me- 
dicine given inwardly, injected into the Bowels by 
the Fundament ; ſome C!/yfers are ſoftening and 
looſning, others (couring, others aſtringent, others 
which eaſe pain, and others for other nſes. Cly- 
ſter is ſometimes taken in a larger ſence, for Me- 
h: nchyta, Otenchyta, Ritenchy Ia, Cc. Which ſee in 
their proper places. 

Cui/mys, the ſame with Pruritze. 

(:ccyx, the laſt Portion of the Back, is made 
up of three little Bones, ſometimes four, which 
are under the Os Sacrum, and terve for eafier {it- 
ting. 

Ceeblea 1s the cavay of the inner part of the 
Far, ſo called from its windings and turnings, for 
ic has three or {gr Rings which muruaily ſucceed 
one another ; 1t 1s girt about with a very (oft and 

thin Meirane. 

Cc&io, Concottion or Digeſtion, 1s the fermen- 
tation of the ſmalleſt Particles which our Nouriſh- 
ment conſiits of, that they may be made fit and 
proper for the notiriſhment and increaſe of a 
Living Body. The frf Concochon 1s made in 
the Stomach by a Ferment which partly remains 
there, from the reliques of the former Meat, and 
partly flows thither from the C/zac Arteries. The 
ſceond 18 made in the Guts by the Gall and Pax- 
creatick paice. The :hird is in the Glandules of the 
Meſenterie, trom a Lymp3a or Water which mixes , 
it ſelf with the Chy/e. The fourth is in the Lungs, 
from the Inſpiration of Nizr ous Air. The fifth 1s 
in the Veſtels and Bowels, as in the Spleen, Liver, 
'Teſticles, &c. Iris ill called coction ,or boiling, be- 
cauſe *tis the property of Fire to boyl: tor if Heat 
were 
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were the canſe of Fermentation, what ſhould be 
then of Fiſh and other things, wherein there's no 
ſenſible heat at all. 

Codia are the tops of Poppies, of which they 
make Syrup. 

Cecum inteſtinum, is the Fourth, in order from 
the Stomach, and firſt of the th. > Guts; in Chil- 
dren new born, tis found full of Excrements ; but 
in Adz/t perſons its Cavitie often diſappears, and 
onely hangs like a Worm. 

Celia is a great Cavity, as the uppermoſt, mid- 
dle, and the loweſt Region or Cavity. 

Celiaca Arteria is that which ariſes from the 
Trunc of the great Arterie, and ſpreads it ſelf to- 
wards the Ventricle and Liver with its Branches, 

Coeliaca paſſio, or Aﬀettio, is a Purging, where- 
in the Meat either wholly changed, or in part is 
ejected, without any Chilification ; and it is two- 
fold : the fir, in which the Meat 1 is onely Digeſt- 
ed in the Stomach; the other, when Concotion 
or Fermentation 1s performed i in the Stomach and 
Inteſtines both at once; but by reaſon that the 
Lateal Velſlels, or little Teats of the Guts, are Ob- 
literated through long Faſting, a Puru/ent Diſſen- 
terie or the like, the Chyle 1s not diſtributed. 

{oeloma is a hollow and round Ulcer in the 
Horny Tunic of the Eye. 

Coelum 1s the Cavitie of the Eye towards the 
Corners. The Palate is alſo called Cz/um. 

Cobobatio is when a diſtilled Liquor is poured 
upon its Menſtruum again, and afterwards 1s Di- 
{tilled. 

Ccindicantia are ſigns Which do not indicate by 
themſelyes, but by another.

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Colatura is that which after Boyling, or Infu-* 


| ſion, 18 percolated through a Sive or Cloth. - 
Colcothar is the dry Subſtance which remains 
after Diſtiflation, commonly called Caput mortuum. 
Coles, ice Penis. | 
Colics paſſio, the Colic 1s a vehement pain in the 
Abdomen, from an ill diſpoſition of the Animal Spi- 
rits, begun in the Nervous foldings of the Mcſer- 
reri?, and 1s ſometimes falſly imputed to the Gut 
Colon. Others make this Diſeaſe to proceed from 
an Acid Pancreatic ]uice ; others, other ways, but 
falſly. 
Colla is Glue. 
Colletica are Medicines that Conglutinate. 
Collicie are the joyning of the pun#a Lachry- 
malia into one pallage on both ſides, which de- 
rive the humour of the Eye-lids into the Cavitie of 
the Noſtrils ; the holes that are madein the very 
tops of the Eye-brows deſcend in little Channels, 
eaſily to be ſhown, unleſs the bones of the No- 
ſtrils be ſo cautiouſly broken, that the Twnics re- 
main entire ; for after they have penetrated the 
Fones (whither they are ſeparated with a thin 
Membrane) they ſpread themſelves into a larger 
Channel, and are continued to the Twnic of the 
Noſtrils. The ſame holes or openings in Sheep, 
Hares, Calves, Rabbits, arenot found in the very 
Eye«-brows, but a little more inward ; and moſt of 
all in Birds , where they are larger than in any 
other Creatures ; the Membrane which ſeparates 
the holes here, is very ſhort. 
Collutio is a waſhing of the Mouth, when we 
ſcour looſe Teeth, the Gums, or Ulcers. 
. Collyrium was once an Oblong Medicine which 
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* was taken in Diſtempers of the Eyes ; it is prepa- 
red in an Oblong, ſometimes an Orbicular Form, 
and is diflolved in a convenient Veh:cle tor curing 
tne Eyes. 

- Coloboma 18 a fault in the Lips, Eye-lias, Ears, 
Noſtrils,and the like, when one part either from 
the Nativity, or by ſome accident grows to ano- 
ther, which were either before actually looſned,or 
at leaſt ought to have been fo. 

Colon, is the ſecond of the great Guts ; it is thus 
ſituate; it ariſes from the Cecum Inteſtinum, in the 
right Flank,and adheres to the right Kidney ; then 
It tends upwards under the Liver, where ſome- 
times it is annexed to the Bladder of the Gall, 
which dyes it a Clayiſh Colour : it goes on further 
tranſverſe under the bottom of the YVentrecle, and 
on the left hand is joyned to the Spleen ; then 
again it is faſtned to the left Kidneys, where it 
winds and turns very obliquely ; and after that, 
deſcends in a right Line; it is commonly about 
Eight or Nine hand-breadths in length ; but the 
wideſt and largeſt Gut of all, it has a great many 
little Cells, or Cavities in it; a certain Ligament 
is twiſted with it the breadth of the middle Finger 
about its middle upwards ; and then by reaſon 
of its largeneſs it is guarded with two ſtrong Liga- 
ments, the one upwards, the other downwards, 
that it may be faſtned to both the upper and un- 
der parrs : about the beginning it has a Valve 
that looks upwards , leſt any thing ſhould re- 
turn from the great Guts into the ſmalf

Coma {omnolentum 1s a deep ſleep, leſs than a 
Lethargie, without a Fever, wherein the Patient 
þeing awakned, anſwers to any Queſtions pro- 
pounded to him, but falls into a profound Sleep 

again, with his Mouth" open, and his under-Jaw 
fallen, liker ro one dead than alive. It proceeds 
from an Obſtruction of the Brain, when the Se- 
rum has inraded the Tegument of the windings 
and foldings of the Brain, and the little ſtreaks 
of the Marrow that is included therein. Ir is the 
ſame that Cataphora. 

Coma wigil 1s a Diſeaſe wherein the Patients 
are continually inclined to Sleep, but ſcarce can 
ſleep, being atfefted with a great drowzineſs in 
the Head, a ſtupidity in all the Senſes and Fa- 
culries, and many times with a delirium too. If 
the reaſon of theſe things be demanded, we may 
ſolve them thus, That the Pores and Paſlages of 
the Brains, wherein the Spirits move,are very much 
ſ{tutted up with a thick Scperiferous Matter from 
the Blood, whereby the Spirits being hindred from 
their aſual Ex ploſion and Commerce with one ano- 
ther, ſeem to induce a profound and almoſt 
irreſiſtable Drowzineſs upon the Perſon Aﬀedted ; 
bur in as much as there are ſome ſharp nimble 
Particles, like ſo many Stings, intermixed with the 
Spirits, and which keep them in perpetual Moticy , 
therefore ſorne of them itil] force their way, and 
direftiy or obliquely, as taey can find a paſſage, 
meet and exert ; and this Motion,ſuch as it is,con- 
fnſed and wandring, t! 101t do not perfect the cCom- 
picat Exerciit of the Animal Function, yet eaſily 
; interrupts 
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- interrnpts its Reſt ; ſo that perſons thus AﬀeCted, 
enjoy neither perfet day, nor perfect night, but 
live in a continual Twilight betwixt fleep and 
waking. 

Comitialis morb:es, the ſame with Epilepſia. 

Compoſitaare Medicines made up of many fſim- 
ple Medicines ; ascertain Waters, Syrups, EleCtu- 
aries, Opiates, Trochies, Ointments, Plailters, &c. 

Conarium, or Glandula pinealis,hangs in the fold- 
ing of the Choroides in the Brain, ſo called from. 
the ſhape of a Cone. Ir 1s ſeated betwixt the two 
beds of the Optique Nerves, and the Prominences 
of the Nates. We can ſcarce believe, that this 
Glandulz 18 the ſeat of the Sonl; or that the Prin- 
cipal Faculties in a Man ariſe hence ; becauſe that 
ſeveral Animals which are in a manner wholly 
deſtitute of the Prime Faculties of the Soul, Ima- 
gination, Memory, ©&c. yet have this Glanduie 
very fair and ample: it ought therefore to be 
look'd upon rather as a Serſorze, whence the 
Nerves ariſe ; to wit, about the beginning of the 
Oblongated Marrow. Its «ſe is, to receive and 
contain the Serous Humours Which are Excerned 
from the Alterious Blood, till either the Veins be- 
ing emptied, ſuck them again ; or elfe the Lym- 
phedutts (if there be any at hand.) convey them 
away. Yet the Learned F. Boyle doubts of its 
uſe, when he ſays, That it is not ſo eafie to deter- 
mine what its uſe is. Since I have obſerved this 
Glandulz to be always impregnated with an ap- 
parent and pretty ſharp ſaltneſs in ſeveral Brains of 
Men,Oxen,and Sheep; I cannot bur imagine, that 
it ſeparates ſome Volarzle Humodr from the Blood, 
Analogous to a Volatile Armoniac Salt, Which be- 
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ing diffuſed upon the Trunc of the Spina! Marrow, 
communicates ſome new Vigor to the Animal 
Spirits, and hinders their Coagulation. 

Concha is the winding Cavitie of the inner part 
of the Ear. 

Condenſantia, fee Incraſſantia. 

Conditum is a compoſition of Conſerves, Pow- 
ders, Spices, made up into the Form of an Ele# ue 
arie, With a convenient quantity of Syrup: it is 
taken alſo for a Simple Medicine, ſweetned with 
Honey or Sugar ; as candid Ginger, or Helicam- 

ne. 

* Sins is the knitting or joyning of Joynts. 
Alſo a certain Tumor in the little skin of the ' 
Fundament ; an hard and Callous Swelling, grow- 
ing from black Humors that flow thither. and 
rather troubleſome than painful : ſometimes alſo 
tis accompanied with an Inflamation. 

Condylie are the joynts and knuckles of the Fin- 
gers, thicker thereabout the Joynts, than in other 
places. 

Confefta, Confitures, are things ( as Seeds, Al-

Conſerva, a Conſerve, is a Compoſition of Flow- 
ers or Herbs beat together, to every pound where- 
of, if they be dry, are added three pounds of Su- 
gar ; if moiſter, two pounds, fo that they may be 
kept ſeveral years. ® 

Conſolidantia are thoſe things which cleanſing 
with a moderate heat and force, by taking Cor- 
ruption out of Wounds, and preſerving the tem- 
perature of the parts, cauſe the Nouriſhment to 
be ficly applyed to the part Aﬀected. 

Contagium, is a Poiſon , which from one Sub- 
ject is propagated to another ; which happens 
two manner of ways, either at a diſtance by the 
Air, or by ſimple ContaCt. 

Contemplabiles dies, ſee Critici dies. | 

Continens cauſa, is the Internal Cauſe of a Dif- 
eaſe, with the matter of it, which ariſerh elſewhere, 
which is ſo near a kin to the Diſeaſe, thart if it be, 
the Diſeaſe is too ; and if it be taken away, the 
Diſeaſe follows. As the Stone, which proceeds 
from ill Humors arifing from ill qualities in Meats 
and Drinks, Obſtruds the Urerers. 

Continens febris is a Fever that continues w.th- 
' out any Intermiſſion : and it is Twofold, either 

| Primarie, 
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Primarie, or Secundarie ; the former proceeds from 
a too great Exaltation of Sulphur, asina burning 
Fever, a Pleuriſie, Quinzie, &c. the latter, which 
is alſo called Symtomatica, is cauſed by Wounds, 
Ulcers, &c. as in a Conſumption, Wounds in the 
Head, ©c. 

Continua Fehris, is a Fever (or Ague ) which 
is continually. troubleſome, but with ſome inter- 
miſſion : and it is either L2uotidian, Tertian, Luar- 
tane, Or 'Erratic, The cauſe of its continuance 
proceeds from a too high Exaltation of Sulphur ; 
as in the former ſort of Fevers : but the Paroxiſmes, 
or Fits, proceed from that equal portion of Chyle 
which 1s continually added to the Blood. 


Contraindicatio 1s an Indication which hinders 


that tobedone which the firſt Indication ſuggeſted; 
and it is either Contra indicans, Which hinders of it 
ſelf ; or Correpugnance, Which 1s Secundarily Repug- 
nant, and in Conyunction with other Indications. 

Contuſio ofſis , a bruiſing of a Bone is when a 
Bone is ſo hurt with ſome hard blunt Inſtrument, 
that outwardly it appears whole, when as inward- 
ly it is otherwiſe. 

Convulſio, Convulſion; is a Motion whereby the 
Nerves or Membranes are Contracted and remitted 
without the Will,as in the Falling-ficknels, Cramp, 
&c. of which in their proper place. 

Cophoſis, 1s a Deafneſs. 

Copos 18 a wearineſs of the Body. when the 
Muſcles, or their Fibers rather, are loaden and ob- 
ſtructed with ſuch Viſcous Humors, that they are 
rendred unfit for Motion. 

Coprocritica are Medicines which Purge away 
the Excrements in the Guts. 

Cor, 
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Cor, the Heart, is a Fleſhy Fibrous Subſtance, 
made up of ſeveral Muſcles and Tendons ; it has 
two Auricles or Ears, and as many Ventricles ; 
the Vena Cava, or Great Vein, is faſtned to the 
right Auricle, and the Pulmonarie Vein to the left ; 
the Pulmonarie Arterie is joyned to the Right Ven- 
tricle, and the great Arterie to the left. It is clothed 
with a little Membraneous Bag, called the Pericar- 
dium, wherewith it is joyned to the Mediaſtinnum, 
and the. D:iaphragme , its Baſis is upwards, and 
Point downwards, and is placed in the middle of 
the Cheſt, amongit the Lobes of the Lungs. Its 
uſe is onely to receive and diſperſe the Blood to all 
parts in the Body ; though. others place I know 
not what Flame, others a Ferment 1n its Ventricles, 
which are all Fables, and no way conſonant to 
Reaſon , as we have ſufficiently Evinced in our 
Tract, concerning, The Circu/ation of the Blocd. 

Coracobycides, are Muſcles which proceed from 
the Proceſs of the Shoulder-bone, called Coracoi- 
des, and go on as far as the Bone Hiordes: their 
ule is to move obliquely downwards. 

Coracoides is the Proceſs of the Shoulder-blade 
in form of a Beek. 

Cordialia are Medicines which are commonly 
thought to ſtrengthen the Heart : bur they onely 
put the Blood into a fine gentle Fermentation, 
which Corroborates and Facilitates the Motion of 
the Hearr. 

Cornea ocul; "tunica, Which is alſo called Sclere- 
tes, and Dura, the hard Tunic, proceeds from a

Cornua uteri, are twolateral parts of the Womb 
in ſome Bruits, as Cows, Harts, Sheep, Goats, &c.

toa Womans Womb, from ſomething which imi- 
tates them there ; for at the fides of the bottom 
of the Womb, there is a ſort of Protuberance on 
both ſides, where the Vaſa deferentia are inſerted : 
a Womans Womb is rarely bipartite, as it is In 
Bruits. | 

(oronalis ſutura, is a Cleft in the Head , made 
like a Comb, and joynes as if the Teeth of two 
Saws were cloſely compacted into one another ;

Corpus Calloſum 1s the Marrowie part of the 
Brain, whoſe Complication makes the foremoſt 
Ventricle of the Brain ; and it is wholly Marrowie, 
withour any /Aembrane, and is faſtened on both 
ſidesto the little Tufts of the Oblongated Marrow ; 
from which, as from its riſe , this ” goon Sub- 
ſtance which overſpreads the Arches of the Brain 
1s expanded towards the hinder parts, and gradu- 
© "fly dimyniſhes ; at length the Exteriour Edge of 
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this Expanded Subſtance is more narrowly con- 
trated, and lower down is joyned to the Trunc 
of the Oblongated Marrow, by the connexian of 
Membranes and V; eſels : and farther, that the Con- , 
nexion may be firmer, there ariſes a Medullary 
Proceſs from its former part, nearits little Tufts,

Corrodentia, Corroding things, are thoſe which 
eat up and conſume Excreſcent Fleſh, with their 
ſharp Partzcles. 

. Corticalis ſub#fantia cerebri, 1s the outward Sub- 
ſtance of the Brain, full of Labyrmrbs, and Mean- 
ders in the outfide; it is covered with a thin skin, 
it is of an Aſh-griſlie Colour, and full of little 
Veſſels: inwardly the Medullary. Subſtance is next 
ro it. Its uſe 1s to generate Animal Spirits from 
the Blood, and hence they are conveyed by the 
Medullarie Subſtance tothe Nerves , and diſtribu- 
ted through the whole Body. Second!y, The Sear

Coryza, Or gravedo, isa defluCtion of a ſharp, 
- falt,and thickned Humour,into the Mouth, Lungs, 
and Noſtrils, from the Yentricles of the Brain, by 
the Nerves of ſmelling; for when it grows thick, 
it can neither be Perco/ated by the Reins, nor paſs 
from the Pitutarie Glandule, thorough rhe Infindi- 
bulum into the Veins, and therefore it Diſtills into 
the Noſtrils by the aforeſaid Nerves, Which if it 
meet with an Accenfion of Sulphureozis Particles, 
it produces a Fever, and conſequently thirſt. 
Hence comes that Coryza, either with or without 
a Fever. 

Coſmeticaare Medicines which whiten and foften 

the Skin, as Oyl of Tartar, adiſlolution of Subli- 
mated Mercury, Sulphur, Camphor, @&c.

tus ; but this is found onely in ſome Animals the 
Placenta in the Womb ſupplies their place in Wo- 
men. Alſo the gapi>z meetings of the Veins i NN 
the Womb, are called Ce lidemes, and Acetabula , 
theſe Glandules are io Called, from the reſem- 
blance they bear to the Leaves of the Herb Pen- 
ny wort, in Latin Coryledsn. 

Cex# os, the Hyp-bone, called otherwile In- 
nominatum, and illium coxendix, becauſe it contains 
the Gut called zleum ; it 1s annexed to the ſides of 
the Os Sacrum , in Infants it contiſts of Three Bones, 
Wium, Iſchium, and Os pubis, Which are joyned to- 
gether by Cartzlages till Seven Years of Age, then 
it is diſtinguiſhed by a Triple Line ; it S70WS Ie 
to one continued Bone in Adul: perſons. 

Coxendix, the ſame with Cexa and 1/ch/rrrm. 

Crama, Croma, and Chrama, is a mixture of any 
thing, whether Medicines or Elements. 

Cranium 1s the compages of the Bones of the 
Head,to which belong the Bones of the Fore-head, 
of the ſides of the Head, of the hinder- part of the 
Head, of the Temples, the Bone called S95enec:- 
des, and another called Cribriferme like a Sieve : 
it is like a Kpeves an Helmet to the Head; which 
defends it from External Inuries ; its upper part 
is double : ſome call it Ca/va and Caivuri. Sce 
Cala. 

Crapula | is an Head-ach proceeding from toq 
much Wine. 

Craj1s, Or termperamentum, IS a. COnVement MIF- 
tion of qualities ; temperament 1s either Simple, OT 
Compound ; Simple, is when onely one «quality ex- 
. Feeds the reſt, as Hot, cold, moiſt, dry, ſalt, ſharp, 
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&c. (compound, is when mote qualities exceed, as 
hot and dry, hct and bitter, ſalt and ſharp, acid 
and frigid, acid and acrimonious, and alſo one is 
inlerent, Which is fixed in tie parts; another in- 
furnt, which 1s derivedgipon the parts, from the 
Blood and Spirits ; and it is either mcderate, of im- 
med: rate ; total,or partial; natural or acquired ; per- 
1ancnt Or tranſirorie, to an equality in weight, Or a 
juib preportion ;, and fo they make a great many 
diſtintions, which ſignifte little or nothing. 

Craticula is a Chymical Inſtrament made of 
ſquare p:eces of [ron, as thick as ones Finger, 
placed ſo near one another in Acute Angles, that 
there's halfa Fingers ſpace betwixt them ; it is uſed 
in making of Fires, to keep up the Coles. 

Cremaſteres, are two Muſcles of the Teſticles, 
called /uſpenſores, hangers; they grow outwardly 
to the Membrane of the vagina, and proceed in 
men from the Ligament which is in the os pubzs ; 
and are faſt connexed to the lower part of the 
Teſticles. 

Cribroſum os, ſee Ethmeitdes, 

Cribrum benediftum antiauorum, the Ancients 
fancied T'wo Cavities placed long-ways in the 
Reins ; one uppermoſt,whereinto the Serous Blood 
was poured from the Emulgent Arteries ; another 
lowermoſt, which they fancied was diſtinguiſhed 
with a certain Tranſverſe Membrane full of little 
holes like a Sieve ; whence they called it Colatorium, 
a Strainer,and BenedifFum Cribrum,a bleſſed Sieve, 
through which they would have the Serum Per- 
colated into the Ureters, and the good Blood ſtay 
behind for the nouriſhment of the Reins. -

 Criſima ate Signs by which one may diſcern 
and judge. | | 
' Criffs 1s a ſudden Change in a Difeaſe, either 
towards a Recovery, or Death. It ſometimes ſig- 
nifies a Secretion of Humors ; but is more frequent- 
ly taken for a Judgment paſſed upon a Diſeaſe. 
One Criſis is called perfe#, another ;mperfe# ; the 
perfect is that which frees the Patient perfefly 
and entirely from the Diſtemper ; and it is cicher 
Salutary, or deadly. 1. It muſt be judged by ve- 
fy good Signs. 2. Be manifeſt. 9. Happen 
upon a Critical Day. 4. Be faithful. $5. Secure; 
6. Suitable to the Diſeaſe, and the Diſtemper of 
the Patierit. An imperfe& Crijis, is that which does 
not clearly determine the Tendency of the Dil- 
eaſe, but leaves room for anothet Cris: and this 
is Two-fold, either for the better, or for the worſe : 
the formeris that which does not quite take away 
the Diſeaſe, but enables the Patient to beat it bet- 
ter : the latter, is when the Diſeaſe becomes more 
violent and dangerous. That Criſes depend y 
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on the Motion and Influence of the Moon, and 
Stars, and follow their Quadrate and oppoſite Al- 
pects, or their Conjunttions, is falſe and frivo- 
ous; for Critical Evacuations are determined only 
according to the ſtore and turgeſcencie of Aduſt 
Matter, which is Expelled the Body ſooner or la- 
ter, according to the different Temperament of the 
Perſons Afﬀected: whereupon depends the variety 
of Critical days. 

Crite are Excreſcencies of Fleſh growing 
zbour the Fundament, from a prepoſterous uſe of 
Cortion, the Roots whereof are often Chapt, and 
Cleft. 

Chriſta Gall: 1s the Third part of the Bone Eth- 
moides, or the inner Precelſs, not much unlike the 
Comb of a Cock : it arites betwixt the Olfa&ory 
Nerves ; and has the Extremity of the Third Ca- 
vity of the hard skin of the Brain, called"Dura me- 
2inx, implanted in it. :

Crithe, or Hordeolum, is a little Oblong Puſh, or 
Swelling, which grows to the Eye-brows where 
the Hairs are; fo called from its reſemblance to

Critic: dies are thoſe whereon there happens a 
ſudden change of a Diſeaſe, and they are Three- 
fold: ſome are called truly and pertettly (Titical ; 
others Indices ; others Intercidentes. The perfettly 
Critical Days are called. Principes, or Raditcales ; 
becauſe that the Crif/s which happen on theſe 
days have all the marks of a perfect Cris: and 
theſe are the Seventh, the Fourteenth; and the 
Twenty-firſt Day... Þdices which are called alſo 
Contemplabiles, and Internuncii, are thoſe_which 
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Indicate,thatthe Cr:/7s will be on the Seventh day -: 
and theſe are Three : the Fourth, the Eleventh, 
and Seventeenth Day. Intercidentes, which are 
called alſo Intercalares, irrepentes, Or provocatorii, 
are thoſe which fall betwixt the days called Prin- 
cipes & Indices, and they onely aim at an-imper- 
fect Cri/is,and are the Third, the Fifth, the Ninth 

the Thirteenth, and the Nineteenth ; bur all other 
Days which are neither Principes, nor Indices, nor 
Intercidentes;, are called Vacwz, and Medicinales , 
and they are the Sixth, the Eighth, the Tenth, the 
Twelfth, the Sixteenth, and the Eighteenth. The 
computation of Critical Days, is to be Inſtituted 
from that hour wherein the Patient firſt felt him- 
ſelf ill, We may obſerve by-the by, That the 
computation of Critical Days in theſe Countries 
does not exactly correſpond with Hypocrates his 
Accounts. All theſe days depend upon the foo- 
ner or later Fermentation and Maturation ot the 
Morbific Matter. | 

Critica Signa, Critical Signs, are ſuch as are 
taken from a Criſis, either towards Death, or a 
Recovery ; and ſome of them are antecedent,wh ch 
either fore-tell the time of a Cr:/s, or ſignifie a 
kind of Criſis. . Others are concomitant , Which ap- _ 
pear at the ſame time with the Cy;j/zs. And others, 
Laſtly, are Subſequent, which ſhew, whether an 
imperfect Recovery be to be expected ; or there 
be fear of a Relapſe. 

Crotaphites are the Muſcles, Veins, and Arteries 
about the Temples. Sometimes Crorephinm is 
taken for a pain in the Head. 

Crotaphium, See in Crotaphites. 

Crucibulum, a Crucible, is a Veſlel for melting 
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Minerals and Metals made of Earth, extraorgj- 
narily hardned by Fire, with an Acute Baſi Is, but a 
larger top, round, or triangular. There is alſo 
2 fort of Crucible made, commonly called Teſta, 
which is ſyfficient ro melt Merals. 

Cruditas morborum » A Crudity- in Diſeaſes, is 
when the Blood ( as in continued Fevers ) is not 
yer duly fermented, and brought to a right con- 
Hitence. 
 Cruditas Ventriculi, a Cfudity of the Stomach, 
js when meat out of a defect of Nouriſhment, or 
ſome gther canſe, is not rightly fermented, and 
rurned into Ciryle: and it is Threefold, Apepſin, a 
Bradypepſs a, and Diſpepſia: of which in their pro- 
Per places. 

Gruor, Bloud, ſee Sanguis. Helmont makes a 
diſtinction betwixt Sanguis, and Cruor ; the for- 
mer whereof, he ſays, 1s the Blood in the Arteries, . 
ihe latter, that in the Veins. 

Crus, or Magnre pes, is all that part of the Body 
which reaches from the Buttocks.down tothe end 
of the Toes ; ir is divided into the Thigh, Leg, 
and Foot. 

Cruſta laftea is a ſpecies of Achor , a Scurf, or 
cruſtie Scab : onely with this difference, that an 
Achcr Infects onely the Head ; but this, not onely 
the Face, but almoſt the whole Body of an Infant 
at the rime of its firſt Sucking. Cru##a Lafea 
turns white, but Achors have another colour. 

Crymodes is a cold ſhivering Fever, but many 
times accompanied with an Inflamation of the 
inner Parts. 
 Cryſorchis is an abſconding of the Tefticles in 
the Belly. =» 

Cryſtallinus 
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Cryſtalinus humor oculi, called alfo Glacials, the 


- Cryſtaline humor of the Eye, within the opening 
of the Tunica Uvea, like a Glaſs put over a hole, 


colletts and refringes the Rays which ſtrike upon 
it from all parts; its Subſtance is like Glue, or 
the Gum of a Tree, very pellucide, and of a con- 
ſiſtence like melting Wax , which though it be 
preſſed, does not yet eaſily yield and ſeparate. 
In Men it is ſhaped like a Lintel, whoſe outward 
Surface is pretty plain, but the inner gibbous and 
riſing : this Humor, though it be not apt to 
ſpread abroad, yet is cloathed with a ſmall Mem- 
brane of its own, called 4ranea, by reaſon of its 
thinneſs, like to a Spiders Web. | 

Cryſtalloides tunica, the ſame with Aranea Tur

Cubiforme, fee Cuboides. 

- Cubitus, the middle part betwixt the Shoulder- 
bone and the Wreſt ; ir conſiſts of two Pones, 
one called Ulna, and the other Radirs: the ends 
whereof meet indeed, but the middle parts are 
ſeparate, though they be tied together a lictle by 
a Membranous Ligament. 

Cuboides is the Fourth bone 1n that part of the 
Foot which immediately ſucceeds the Leg, and 
that in both Feer. Ir is called alſo Grandimoſum, 
and Cubiforme. 4 

Cucupha is a Cover for the Head, made of Odo- 
riferons and Cephalic Spices beat to Powder, and 
ſticched berwixt two pieces of Silk ; or elſe, ſow- 
ed within a Cap, and worn upon the Head again 
Catarrhs, and other Diſeaſes of the Head. 

C«curbira is a Chymical pointed Veſſel made 
of Earth or Glaſs, uſed in Diſtillations by an Alems 
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ic: tometimes it is taken for Cuturbituls. 
_ Cucurbitini lumbrici are' broad Worms, like 
the ſeed of a Gourd. 
Cucurbitula , of Cucurbita, a Cupping-glaſs, is 

4 wide, hollow Veſſel, made of Glaſs or Tin, 
which is applyed to the Body with Scarrification, 
or without it, to divert, to derive the Blood into 
anorher part, or to let it out ; if it be applyed 
without Scarrifhcation, it is called Cucurbita caca 
& wentoſa. Cupping-glaſſes are applied to the 
moſt fleſhy parts, where the large Veſſels and 
Nerves carinot be hurt. The drawing which is 
performed by theie Glaſſes, is done thus : after the 
Skin is ſcarrified, the Air in the Cupping: glafles is 
rarified, and dilated by the flame of the Towe 
that is fired within it, which after it is cooled and 
condenſed, takes up leſs room than before; ſo 
that the External Air preſling upon the Fleſh 
without, forces the Blood into the Glaſs. 'There 
are two ſorts of Cupping-glaſles, ſays Celſz5,one 
of Braſs, and the other of Horn : the former 1s 
open on one part, and ſhut on the other ;-the lat- 
ter is equally open-on one part, on the other has 
a little hole :. burning Towe is thrown into the 
Brazen one, and fo its mouth is applyed , and 
forced upon the Body till it ſtick. Thar of-Hotn, 
is applyed fingly by it ſelf, and by a violent ſuck- 
ing at the lirtle hole , which muſt preſently be 
ſtopt ap cloſe with Wax, it ſticks as faſt as the 
other : but if other things fail, then a little Cup 
or Goblet with a ſtrait mouth may be very fitly 
applyed to the ſame Effect ; after it has ſtuck, if 
the Skin be ſcarrified before with a Pen-knife, it 
draws out the Blood ; ift be whole nn entire, it 
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draws out the Flatulent Matter ; therefore where 
the matter within is hurtful and offenſive, it muſt 
' be applyed the former way; where there's. an 
Inflamartion, the latter. - The e£gyptians at: this 
day uſe thoſe of Horn ; as appear from Proſper 
Alpinus. y | 

Cuneiforme 0s 1s ſb called from the reſemblance 
they ſay it has to a Wedge; in Latin Cuners ; 
the Ancients called it Mu!riforme, of many Shapes, 
by reaſon of the various Proceſles inſide and. out- 
ſide, which render it rough-and unequal: it is fitu- 
ate in the midſt of the Baſis of the Brain, and is 
placed- under it like a Baſis, ſo that it touches up- 
on moſt of the Bones of the Head, and the.upper 
Jaw. 

Cuneiformia ofſa, are thoſe bones which make the 
Fifch, Sixth, and Seventh bone of that part of the 
Foot which immediately ſucceeds the Leg : which 
Fallopirns calls Sphenoidea, Innominata, and Calce- 
idea.

Cutis is the skin in a living Man : but Pellzs, 
is that which is flead off, and it 1s the outermoſt 
cover of the whole Body, or a pretty thick Mem- 
brane wrought of ſeveral Filaments of the Veins 
and Arteries, Nerves, and Nervous Fibres, Com- 
plicated and Interwoven with one another, full of 

Glandules, and Limphedudts, or Veſſels that con- 
vey away the Vapours and Swet, abounding with 
a great number of Pores he: . and there, and ſen- 
ſibly Perforated in many places to let in and our, 
as occaſion requires, as at the Mouth, Noſtrils, 
Eyes, Ears, Privities, Fundament, &c. 1t is thickeſt 
of all upon the Head ; moderately hard in the 
Neck and Back ; finer in the Face, Yard, and outer 
$kin of the Cod ; thin on the ſides ; thinneſt of all 
on the Lips ; in ſome places, as the Elbow, Fore- 
head, ſoles of the Feet, Cc. it ſticks very cloſe 
together. 

Cyathus, we Engliſh it properly a Beeker, is a 
Meaſure of Dry things as well as Liquids ; not 
as ſome think, a common ſort of Cup, *but the 
Eighth part of a Sextarze. 

Cyclifci, are Surgeons Tools wherewith they 
ſcrape away Corrupt Fleſh, or the like; made 
In the form of an Half Moon.

Diereſis 1s an Eating out, or conſuming of Vel- 
fels, as Senertus ſays, when from ſome cutting 
corroding Cauſe, ſome ways and paſllages are 
made which naturally ought not to have been; or 
when ſome which really are, yet are dilated more 
than ordinary, ſo that the Humours which onght 
to have been contained in the Velſle!s, rnn our. 
For firſt, a Diereſis may be occaſioned by ſharp 
Humors which diſfolve the Unity, and cut away ; 
Which likewiſe ſharp. Medicines will do, if they 
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Eonſiſt of thick patts ; for thoſe of Minute parts 
dre not Cotroſive, becauſe they ftick not long 
enongh.

Fermentatio 1s an Inteſtine Motion of Particles, 
or of the Principles of any Body, tending to Per- 
fection, or a Change: and it is either Natural, 
uhich comes of its own accord, as in Natural 
Actions; or Artificial, which we make, as we ſee 
in Beer, Wine, Bread, &c. 

Feral are little light chips or planes, which are 
made of different Matter, according to the nature 
and neceſlities of the places to which they are 
applyed, as of Barks of Trees, of the Bark of 
the Herb Sagapene, in Latin Ferula; whence they 
have their Name : they are made of Firr, Paper 
glewed together, Leather, &c. which are applyed 
to Bones that have been looſened, or disjoynted, 

t after 
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after they are ſet again. 
Fibra Auris, the ſame with Lobas Auris. 
Fibre, Fibres, are little, ronnd, oblong Veſſels; 
and are either Mr{culous or Nervous : the Ners 
vous are ſuch as have no Valves, and by which 
the Spirits flow conveniently from the Nerves to 
the ſeveral parts: the Mruſculous Fibres receive 
the Blood from the Arteries, and diſcharge them- 
ſelves into the Veins,and havea great many Valves, 
they are called long, round, or oblique from their 
Scituation ; ſome ſmall threads interwoven with 
Trees and Leaves are called Fibres too : and ſo 
are the ſmall threads which ſtick to their Roots. 
Fibela, the Ancients mention them ; for if rthere 
be a Wound in the Flefh, ſays Cel/zes, that gapes, 
ahd cannot eaſily be cloſed, it is improper to 
ſew it, you muſt apply a Fibula; but becauſe 
this way of cloſing the gaping of Wounds, by 
Fibula's was ſo uſual amongtt the Ancients; they 
havenot been at all ſollicitous in deſcribing either 
their Matter or Form. Guido tells us, That they 
made theſe Fibula?s of Iron Circles as it were, or 
Semi-circles crooked backward on both fides, the 
hooks whereof being faſtned on both ſides to 
the gaping Wound, anſwered exactly one ano- 
ther ; but ſince this muſt be an unſupportable 
pain to the poor Patient, it is hardly credible, 
that they meant any ſuch thing by their Fibula's. 
The Opinion of Fa/lopius is more 'probable, who 
tells us, Thatirt was onely a ſowing up the Wound 
with a Needle and Thread, which is commonly 
uſed at this day. Sand#orizs writes thus, We 
need not Diſcourſe much of Fibwl/a's, lince = 
KR 2 ule 
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ufe of them is almoſt out of dores; and though 
the Ancients have not deſcribed them, yet they 
forbear not to acquaint 1s how to uſe them ; as 
Argenterius falſly imagines. For not onely Phy- 
ſicians but ſome of :ac Ancients knew the form of 
them, ſince Cern. Celſa,s lias inforta >d us, TT hat Fi- 
bula'sas well as Sutures were :nade of a Needle-full 
of ſoft untwiſted filk or thread, wherewith they 
lowed the gaping Lips of the Wound together. 
Some call .4c:a, or this needle-ful of 'Thred, Vincu- 
lum, Ligatura, Colligatio, Obligatio, Ligamentum ; 
all which ſgnifie tying or binding. Whoever 
would be farther informed in this particular, may 
conſult the Incomparable Rhodirs in his Diſcourſe 
abont Acia. 

1ibula is the leſſer Bone of the Shank, it ſeems 
ro joyn the Muſcles of the Leg like a Button, or 
Claſp, in Latin Fibula; it is the hinder bone 
berwixt the Knee and the Foot, ſnfaller than the 
other Bone, called Tibia, and faſtned outwardly 
to it 3 as the Bone called Radius inthe Arm is to 
the Cubit: its round head does not extend as far 
as the Knee upward, but downward, it goes far- 
ther than the other Bone called 7:v:a, and there- 
fore is altogether as long a Bone as the 7:bia. They 
part in the middle, becauſe the Muſcles of the 
Feet are placed there ; in which interval, a ſlen- 
der broad Ligament joyns them together length- 
ways.

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There is another Diſtemper akin to this, which 
the Ancients called, the Ferwour of the Womb, or 
the Matrix,when the whole ſubſtance and body of 
the Womb is extream hot, accompani-d with a 
pain and heavineſs of the Loyns; « ..:ghneſs 
by the growth of Hair, Loathing, anda ſuppreſſi- 
on of the Urine, and Excrements: and the Wo- 
man all the while covets to be laid with, but by 
reaſon of pain is ſtill afraid of it. 

Furunculus a Boyl, is an acute ſwelling, as big 
as a Pigeons Egg, attended with an Inflamation, 
and Pain, eſpecially when it begins to Corrupt, 
and Patrifie : when it is opened, and the Matter 
let out, part of the Fleſh underneath is turned 
into Corruption, of a whitiſh, and reddiſh Colour, 
which ſome call the Ventricle of the Furuncul: : 
there is no danger in it, though you apply no Re- 
medy to it; for'it ripens of it ſelf, and burſts; but 
the pain makes it more Elegible to apply a Reme- 
die, becauſe that frees the Patient ſooner from his 
trouble.

Galea is a pain in the Head, ſo called from 
the likeneſs of the place, becauſe it takes in the 
whole Head, like an Helmet ; in Latin Galea.

The moft harmleſs, 
ſays he, is that which is like a Scab, for it is red 
and harder, and exulcerated and gnawed : But 
it. differs from it, in that it is more exulcerated,, 
and 1s accompanied with ſpeckled Ptmples : And 
there ſeem to be in it certain Bubbles, from 
which after a certain time there fall, as it were, 
little Scales, and it returns more certainly. 
Another ſort is worſe, almoſt like a fort of 
Meezles, or hot Pimples in the Skin, but more 
rugged, and redder, and of different Figures : 
In this Diſtemper little Scales too fall from the 
ſurface of the Skin; and it is called Rabrica. The 
third ſort is yet worſe, for it is thicker and har- 
der, and ſwells more, and is cleft on the top of 
the Skin, and gnaws more violently : lr is ſcaly 
too, but black, and ſpreads broad and flow : Ir 
is called Nigra. The fourth fort is altogether 
incurable, of a different colour from the red 
for it is ſomething white, and like a freſh Scar, 
and has pale Scales; ſome whitiſh, ſome like the 
little Pulſe called Zintell, which being taken a- 
way, ſometimes the Blood follows : Otherwiſe 
the Humour that flows from it is white, theSkin 
hard and cleft, and ſpreads farther. All theſe

Imominata tunica oculi, the Tunic of the Eye 
that wants a Names a certain ſubtile Expanſion 
of theTendons from the Muſcles which move the 
Eye to the circumference of the [ris or horney 
Membrane. 

Innommatum 0s, Others call it os Coxe, or 11:- 
um, is placed at the ſide of the os Sacrum, con- 
ſiſting of three Bones, 1m, os Pubrs,, and Iſchi- 
#1, joined by Cartilages, and appear diſtinct by 
three Lines till ſeven years old, but grow all 
into one Bone at riper years. They are called al- 
ſo Cuneiformia, and Ofſa Inmmominata, nameleſs 
Bones. 

Innominatus humor, or Inſitrs, is a ſecondary 
Humour, as the Ancients call it, wherewith they 
thought the Body was nouriſhed : For thoſe nu- 
tritious Humours they talked of are four ; Inne- 
minatus, Ros, Gliiten, Cambium. 

Inſamia, or Amentia, Madneſs, is an Aboli- 
tion or Depravation of Imagination and Judg- 
ment. | 


Inſeſſus 
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Inſeſſus is a Bath for the Belly, proper for the 
lower Parts, wherein the Patient ſits down to 
the Navel. They are for ſeveral uſes, as,for ca- 
ſing of Pain, ſoftning of Parts, diſpelling flatu- 
lent matter; and frequently for exciting the 
Courſes. 

Inſpiratio is an alternate Dilatation of the 
Cheſt, whereby the nitrous Air is communicated 
to the Blood to accend it by the Wind-Pipe,and 
its # mand parts. The cauſe of Reſpiration does 
not ſeem to conſiſt only in the Dilatation of the 
Thorax, as is commonly thought, but in the 
Contraction of the Tunic which covers the up- 
per part of the eſophagus, and the moſt cloſe Re- 
ceſſes of the Wind-Pipe. 

Intellettus, is Cogitation, whereby a Man ap- 
prehends an Objett : Ir ſeems to be tranſaQted in 
the Corpus Calloſum, from the expanſion of Spi- 
rits there. | 

Intemperies is a Diſeaſe which conſiſts in in- 
convenient qualities of the Body, and theſe are 
either manifeſt or occult: The Manifeſt are either 
ſimple or compound ; the Simple is when one 
Quality is peccant ; as an hot, thin, hard, acid, 
ſalt Diſpoſition, &c. the Compound is when 
more Qualities than one are peccant ; as an hot 
and fſalt,a cold and acid Diſpoſition,&c. An Oc- 
cult ill Diſpoſition or Diſtemper is ſuch as pro- 
ceeds from ſome payſonous Qualities, as | an 
the Air, from poyſonous Animals, &c. It comes 
from the Air, when the Nitre in it becomes 
contagious by reaſon of ſtanding ſtinking Wa- 
ters, daily Droughts, Earth-quakes, &c. whence 
malignant peſtilent Feayers, and Plagues them- 
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ſelves ariſe : For the Vapours being taken aways 
that which remains of the Air (by reafon of the 
Sulphur and Salt in it) contracts an ill Savour, 
whereupon the Air and its Nitredegenerate from 
their due Temperature and: Crafis. And I be- 
lieve the ſame happens from very dry Grounds, 
for ſulphureous and ſaline Particles intermix with 
the watery ones above, which render the Nitre 
of the Air'ſharp and pointed, like Arſenic, ſub- 
limared Afercu;ry, or Aqua ſty:ia, which being 
ſacked into tne Lungs do coagulate, and cor- 
rode the Maſs of the Blood and make its Spirits 
vaniſh ; whence proceed Quinzies, Plurifies, 
Peitilential Swellin;'s, &c. 

 Jntercalares dies, Or intercidentes, which others 
call Provecatoru, are thoſe Days wherein Na- 
ture, either by reaſon of the vehemency of the 
Fit, or ſome external cauſe, 1s excited to expel 
her Load unſeaſonably : Such are the 3d, 5, 9, 
13, 19.

Laquens is a Band fo tied, that if it beattra- 
Cted,or preſsed with weight it ſhuts up cloſe : Its 
uſe is to extend broken or disjointed Bones, to 
keep them in their places when they are ſet, to 
bind the parts cloſe together ; the differences of 
theſe Laquer, or Bands, are ſeveral, having 
their Names either from the Inventors, or from 
their Uſe, or from their likeneſs to or ſhape of 
any thing, or from the manner of lying, or their 
Effet, which unleſs they were here delineated, 
can ſcarce be underit>od by a bare Deſcription. 

Laryngotomia, the fame that Bronchotomia. 

Larynx, Guttur, according to Galen Larynx is 
properly the head or top of the W1.d-Pipe, 
which conſiſts of five Cartzlages.

Lentigines, Freckles, are little Spots eſpeci- 
ally in Women, and chiefly in their Faces, but 
ſometimes in their Hands, Arms, and the upper 
part of the Cheſt which is expoled to the Air; 
the Skin is ſometimes ſpotted thicker ſometimes 
thinner with them, like as with ſo many drops, 
but without any Trouble or Pain ; in ſome they 
appear only in Summer, and diſappear in Win- 
ter, in others they continue the Year round. 

Lepidoides is the ſcaly Suture of the Scull, ſee 
Mendoſa. 

Lepra, a Leproſie, is a dry Scab, whereby the 
Skin becomes ſcaly like Fiſh : It differs from 
Leuce and Alphus, in that a Leproſy is rough to 
the touch, and cauſes an Itching ; for the Skin 
is the only part affeted, and therefore that be- 
ing flea'd off, the Fleſh underneath appears ſound

Greeks by the Word 1wmpetigo, but not the 
Lichen of the Greeks, which ſome call Impers- 
go. 

Leptuntica are attenuating cutting Medicines, 
which part the crafs and viſcous Humours with 
their acute Particles. 

Lethargus, a Lethargy, is a Drowzinelſs like 
another Diſeaſe cauſing an heavy ſleep called 
Coma, accompanied with a Feaver and a Del:- 
rim ; and it 1s nothing elſe but an heap of too 
much or incongruous moiſt Matter within the 
Pores of the barky ſubſtance of the Brain. This 
Diſtemper does not feem to come of it ſelf, but 
rather from the demigration of Feavers. 

Leuce is when the Hairs, Skin, and ſometimes 
the Fleſh underneath turns white; the Fleſh be- 
ing pricked with a Needle is not ſenſible, nor 
emits Blood but a Milky Humour. It differs 
from Alphus in that it penetrates deeper and 
changes the Skin ſo that the Hairs are changed 
tO. 

Leucoma is a white Scar in the horney Tunic 
of the Eye. 

Leucophagum is made of Almonds macerated 
in Roſe- Water, and of Capon or Partridg boi- 
led, bruiſed and ſtrained through a Sieve made 
of Briſtles : It is uſed in a Conſumption. 

Leucoghlegmatia is a' pituitous Dropſy, or a 
Dropfy tht has ſeized the whole Body. 

Lichen barbarouſly called wo 5 or Zerna, 
Halliabbas calls it Perigoand Sarpeao ; the vulgar 
Valiatica. Lichenes are certain Aſperities of the 

Skin, 
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Skin, and as it were Tumors, which itch much 
and {end forth Matter : The Greeks and Arabi 

ans have made two ſorts of Lichens, the one mild 
and gentle, the other fierce and cruel. Ard ac- 
cording to Avicen, ſome are moiſt, which being 
rubbed ſend forth a kind of Dew, others are 
dry ; and the moiſt are more ſafe, but the dry is 
made of ſalt pituitous Matter turned into Melan- 
cholly Blood. And again he writes, that one 
Mangineſs (1mpetigo) brings off the Skin by rea- 
ſon of its great Dryneſs, and another does not ; 
and that one is ambulatory and malignant, ano- 
ther fixed and ſtanding ; as alſo one 1s old,ano- 
cher freſh. Hence it appears, that the Scabres of 
Corn, Celſus was nothing but theſe Lichenes of the 
Greeks, and the Impetigo of the Arabians. It 
comes in any part of the Body, but eſpecially in 

the Face and Chin, as Galer has it; for a Lichen, 
ſays he, isa moſt ungrateful Diſtemper in the 

Chin, becauſe it makes it itch exceedingly, and 

ſtretches out the parts affected : It 1s not alittle 

dangerous, it ſpreads over the whole Face, and 


ſometimes reaches the Eyes, and at laſt makes ' 


the Perſon affetted extream filthy and loathſom. 
Lichen of the Greeks is Pliny's Impetigo, or an In- 
equality of the Skin, extending it ſelf to the 
neighbouring parts, and accompanied with- an 
extraordinary Itching and dry Pimples. Lichen 
1s alſo the callous part in an Horſes Foot ; like- 
wile a ſort of green Mols. REG 
' Libra medica, a Phyſicians Pound, I twelve 
Ounces ; for as often as they preſcribe a Pound 
they mean ſo many Ounces.

Ligamentum, a Ligament, 1s a ſolid and very 
fibrous part, proceeding almoſt from Matter like 
a Cartilage, different in ſize, number, and fci> 
tuation, broad or round; cold, as it comes near 
the conſtitution of a Membratie or a Cuiulage, 
dryer or moiſter, harder or ſofter, more or leſs 
tough and flexible, and deſigned by Nature fo: 
the conneting ot Parts, eſpecially Bones, th3+ 
they may better perform their Motions. 

Ligula, the ſame that Clavicula. 

Linea alba is a concourſe: of the Tendons of 
the Muſcles of the Abdomen, excepting the Ten- 
dons of the ſtreight ones. For the Tendons of 
the Oblique Muſcles unite, and meet ſo on both 
ſides, that they make a kind of Tunic that co- 
vers the Abdomen, as if they were all but one 
Tendon. It is white and not fleſhy, proceeding 
from the pointed Cartilage to the os Pwbss ;, and 
is narrower below the Navel than above. 

Lingua, the Tongue, is an oblong, broad, 
thick Member, and thicker at the Roots and 
thinner and ſharper at the end ; of a moderate 
bigneſs, that it may move more ,quickly. In 
the Exterior and upper part of the Tongue there 
area great many little Bodies which break out 
from the Surface of the Tongue, and crooking 
moderately incline backwards towards the Root, 
ſo that they look like a Comb that cards Wooll. 
Theſe Cartilaginous Bodies in an Ox efpecially 
ſcem to retails the Figure of a Boare's Tooth 


in the lower part they -have a certain Cavity : 
They are made of a thick tenacious hbrous M:t- 
N ter, 
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ter, which ſeems like a heap <of .little Rods : 
About the ſides of the Tongue they grow ſmal- 
ler and ſmaller, {© that they aznoſt: diſappear, 
and certain membrano!s Bodies are placeu af 
their Baſis, which look like a Conical, and then 
by and by a more obtuſe paþpy Subſtance : All 
the little Protuberances are clothed with the 
Membrane of the Tongue; they are firmly im- 
planted in a certain tenacious Tunic of the 
Tongue, there being under them a craſs viſcous, 
or nervous Subſtance, eſpecially in thoſe places, 
where there are remarkavle Pits in the Tongue 
diſpoſed in like order and manner, ſo that in 
the inner part of the Tongue there are a great 
many of them, which are firmly implanted in a 
certain viſcous fort of Body. When the Mem- 
brane that covers the whole Tongue is taken off 
there appears a certain glutinous Subſtance ; 
then a nervous pappy Body ſomething yellow, 
which ſpreads like the Membrane, and diſcovers 
remarkable nervous Protuberances diſpoſed of 
in a wonderful order. The next thing that ap- 
pears are little Nipples in greater abundance 
than thoſe ſpoke of and of another order ; for 
as many little Protuberances as cover the outſide 
of the Tongue, ſo many nervous Nipples of this 
ſort are found within ; theſe proceed from the 
common pappy Subſtance, grow tolerably high, 
ard ihoot out farther into nervous Sprouts from 
the top oi them, about which you diſcover innu- 
merable little Protuberances proceeding from 
the ſai.ie Stock, arid of an equal height, only 
ſie:.derer, like a Cone, and which go within 
their proper. Cavities ready made in the craſs 
eb viicous 
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viſcous Subſtance before mentioned, atid at laſt 
end towards the outermoſt Membrane. Fur- 
thermore the Subſtance of the Tongue is Muſcus 
lous. The Centre of ti. Tongue conſiſts of ſe- 
veral ſorts of Fibres, long, tranſverſe, and ob- 
lique, which being mutually interwoven with 
one another look like a Coverlet or Blanket 4 It 
owes its Motion to peculiar Muſcles of its own, 
wherewith it is contrated and abbreviated. 
The pairs of Muſcles are the Styl/ogloſſum, Baſio- 
gloſſum, Geniogloſſum, Ceratogloſſum, and Mylo- 
gloſſum. | 
* Lithontriptica, are Medicines which break 
the Stone. 
Lithotomia 1s a cutting the Stone. out of the 
Bladder, and 1s thus performed. The Opera- 
tor lays the fick Perſon upona ſoft Pillow in the 
Boſom of ſome ſtrong Man, after he has lept 


three or four times from on high, then he ties 


the Hands on each ſide faſt to the ſole of the 
Foot, and two People ſtanding on each ſide hold 
the Knees as open as poſlible : After this the O- 
perator moiſtening one Finger of his left Hand, 
or if neceſſity require, the two foremoſt, with 
Oil of white Roſes, thruſts them up into the 
Fundament, and with his right Hand preſles the 
pper parts of the Secrets lightly, that by this 
means the Stone may bebrought to the Perineam, 
which when he has forced thither with his Fin- 
gers, he cuts with a two edged Knife proporti- 
onably to the bigneſs of the Stone, in the left 
ſide betwixt the Teſticles and the Fundament, 
near to the Suture of the Perinewm, bringing the 


Stone towards the Knife : And if the-Stone 
| N 2 come 
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come not out either of its own accord, or by the 
thruſting of the Fin--ers, he draws it out with 
Pincers, or ſome ſu.h Inſtrument of Art. The 
Stone being drawn out., and all the Bands being 
looſed, hecloſes the Wound duly, applys Reme- 
dies to ſtop the Blood, and takes care that the 
Wound be cloſed up, leaſt the Urine ſhould con- 
tinually drop through. This way is called Ap- 
paratus minor, 2nd 1s uſed eſpecially in Boys,tho 
it be-frequently practiſed too in adult Perſons in 
theſe Countries. But in the Apparatus major, 
or the greater Operation, the Patient bound as 
before 15 ſet upon a Table and held there, then 
the Chyrurgion thruſts in his Inſtrument called 
Ttinerarium by the Urinary Paſlage into the Blad- 
der asfar as the very Stone, and cutting an hole 
as before, He puts another Inſtrument called 
Conduftor into the hollow part of the 1tinerarium 
through the Wound, then the 1tzrerarium being 
taken our of the Urinary Paſlage, he puts in his 
Inſtrument called Forceps (a ſort of Pincers) or 
any other fit to pull out the Stone, through the 
Wound he made, that he may lay hold of the 
Stone and bring it out. This being done, the 
Wound is bound up and conſolidated as 'tis in 
Children, only if it be large, tt is faved, and an 
Inſtrument of Silver jr to it for two or 
three days, which 1s uſeful to let out concreted 


Blood, Flegm, and gravelly Urine. There is 
yet another way of taking ont the Stone, to wit, 
by -making an hole in the Abdomen by which the 
Stone is taken out of the bottom of the Bladder, 
and in this way ro dribling of Urine need to 
be feared.

Lynipha 1s a clcar limpide Humotir, conſ iſting 
of the nervous Juice'\ard'of Blood; which being 
continually feparated by he Glandutes, i 18 at laſt 
ates 
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diſcharged into the Blood again by Vellels pe- 


culiar to it. The Lympha comes not immedi: 
ately from the Blood or nervous Juice, as ſome 
think, but it is the Superfluiry of each, which 
was more than enough for the Nouriſhment of a 
part, like the Marrow in Bones : It is taken 
{ometimes for that Water which flows from the 
Pricking of Nerves and other Wounds, and 
which does not really flow from the Nerves 
themſelves, but from the Lymphatick Vellels 
which are cut and wounded.

nate quantity, to wit, as much as can be held 


in one hand ; meant for the moſt part of Herbs. 
Faſciculus is a ditterent quantity from Mani- 
pulue, an handful, for it properly ſignifies an 
arm-full. 

Manus Chriſt is a ſort of Sugar, ſo called be- 
cauſe it is put into Cordials for very weak 
People. 

Maraſmodes is a Feaver which at laſt endsin a 
Conſumption.

Medicina, FPhylick, is an Art aſſiſtant to Na- 
ture,and preſerving Health in Human Bodies as 
much as is poſlible by convenient Remedies. 
Senertus and others rightly .divide it into five 
parts : 1. Phyſiologia, which. treates of Human 
Conſtitution, as it 15 found .and well, to which 
belongs Anatomy too. 2. Pathalogia, which 
treats of the preternatural Conſtitution of our 
Bodies. 3. Semotica, which-treats of the-ſigns 
of Health and Diſeaſes. 4. Hygieina, which 


delivers Rules of the Regimen to bg obſeryed - 
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the Preſervation of Health. 5. Therapentica, 


- which teaches Dier, Chyrurgery, and Medicine, 


The general Diviſion of Phyſick is only into 
two partsz the Theory and the Prattice; the 
Subject of Phyſick is human Body, as curable 
and its end and delign Health. Hippocrates calls 
it a long Art, and Paracelſus a ſhort one ; and 
certain Arabians a little one, but in reality it is 
a long, a great, and ngblc Arr.

Medulla Oſſium, «Marrow in the Bones, is a 
fat Snbſtance laid up in the Cavities, or Poro- 
fities of the Bones by the Arteries ; it is kept in 
a Membrance, and is quite deſtitute of all Senſe ; 
itis red in the greater Cavities, white in the 
leſs, ſoft and ſucculent in ſpungy Bones. We 
may imagine likewiſe,that it 1s but a ſweating of 
the Bones, in that they receive more fulphure- 
ous fat Matter than they can convert into Nou- 
riſhment, which- afterwards flows to the inner 
part of the Bones by Dwttas's and little Ca- 
vities for that purpoſe, after that is received by 
the Veins, and communicated to the Blood. 

Meaulla ſpinalis, the ſpinal Marrow, or the 
tail of the Brain, is that part which goes down 
the middle of the Back by the Vertebres, and is 
terminated at the Os ſacrum; it 1s alſo of the ſame 
nature and uſfe with the Brain ; it is a Coagmen- 
tation of - Nerves, and has the uſe of them ;

The 
Chips and Prominences of the Bones prick. 
2. When the upper Table is entire, but de- 
preſſed, andthe lower broken. 3. When the 
extravaſated Blood would choak a Man with 
Corruption. The manner of perforating is thus : 
When the Hairs are ſhayen off, the Skin is to be 
. cut to the Pericranium, avoiding as prudently 
as may be the Muſcles of the Temples and the 
Sutures, and for this time the Wound. is to be 
Hound vp, unleſs there be ſo little Blood fpilt, 
that the Membrane, called Pericranium, may at 
the ſame time be pulled off from the Scull :

gone as deep as the ſecond Table, 5. e. beyond 
the Scull to the Meninx, and then you mult prefs 
very gently, leſt the Membrane of the Brain be 
unadviſedly hurt; when the Bone begins to 
wag, put ſomething in betwixt the ſides of the 
Wound, looſen it, and take it out with a pair

Pipe reaching from the Palate to the Stomach, 
whereby the Meat, chawed in the Mouth and 
mixed with the Juice there, palles to the Ventri- 
"Ge : It has three Tunics; the outermoſt or mem- 
brattaceous Tunic,which comes from the Peritone- 
um, Or inner rine of the Belly, and clothes the 
Ventricle.' The innermoſt 1s Muſculons; the 
whole Oeſophapus ſeems to conſiſt of two Muſcles, 
which with their. oppoſite Fibres croſſing one 
another make four -Larallelograms. The Third 
is altogether Nervozs, which is covered on the 
inſide with an hairy ſort of Cear,and which may 
paſs for a fourth Tunic.

thin Juice, by joyning and ſtifning the Parts one 
with another,make a more Denſe and firm Com- 
poſition as Bole-armoniack, Mill-duſt, Water- 
lillies, Almonds, Poppies, &c. 

Pedotropica is a part of Hygrena that concerns 
the Management of Boys. 

Palatum the Palate is the upper part of the 
Mouth, which becauſe 'it ſomewhat reſembles 
the upper part of an Houle, is thence called the 
Roof of the Mouth. 

Palliatig,or Cura Palativa, is a Medicine which 
helps (as much as is poſſible) incurable Diſeaſes 
by the Application of preſent Remedies. 

Palindrome Is a Dileaſe into which one re- 
lapſes. | 
Palma is the inſide of a Man's Hand, which 
we call the Palm. 

Palnw is a Shivering, or palpitation of the 
Heart, cauſed by a Convulſion, or Irritation of 
the Nerves ;, the cauſe whereof conſiſts in the 
Blood ' or nervous Juice, or in the Water in the 
Membrane that covers the Heart. 

Paipcbre are the Coverings of the Eyes, made 
up of a Skin, a fleſhy Membrane, Muſcles, a Tu- 
nick, and another little Skin called Tarſus, with 
Hair upon the uppermoſt Skin : They are ci- 
ther the upper or the under Eye-lids.

Ir is a conglomerated Glandule in the 
Abdomen, placed behind the - Ventricle, and 
faſtened to the Gut Duodenum, and reaches as 
far as the Liver and the Spleen; the Uſe and 
Office thereof is to convey a volatile, Inſipid, 
and Lymphatick Juice, or as others will have 
it ( for tis a diſputable Point) a ſbmething 
acid Juice, by its own Duns to the Gut Duo-. 
denum. in order to a farther Fermentation and 
Volatiliſation of the Chyle, and to attemperate 
and allay the Qualities of the Gall : It is the 
biggeſt Glandule in the whole Body, but bigger 


* ina Dog than a Vaan. 
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Panaalea, as the modern Phyſicians call it, is 
the ſame with a-ſolid Eleftuary, but that ir re- 
mains «tire, for the Sugar being rightly boiled 
is let grow hard ; the Patient takes a piece of it 
like a Lambartive ; it only in the ſhape differs 
from Rolls and Morſels.
